Address, by Mr. Coke. 



To the Electors ^ the Tovm and County qf the 
Town of Nottingham. 

Gektlembn, 

In calHDg for the Decision of a 
Committee of the House of Commons upon the 
Merits of the late Election, I had this object to 
establish, in the face of the Public, and in the 
front of Disaffection, this great and leading prin- 
ciple of English Liberty, that Elections ouglit 
to be free — a most respectable Committee have- 
to decided ; and, as far as I have been concerned 
in it, I have dox>e it more for the sake of others 
than for myself. 

I have no desire to remind you of an Election 
carried on under a system of terror hitherto un- 
known in the annals of this Country. I do not wish 
. No. 1. B 
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to bring back to y6ur recollection, scenes so (lis - 
graceful to the Police of the place in which you live, 
but T look to the House of Commons with an anxi- 
ous hope that they who are the natural Guardians of 
the Freedom of Election, will afford some efi'ectual 
protection to the Electors of Nottingham, before 
they summon them again to a new Election; be- 
cause those, who are at the head of the present 
miserable Police of the Town, have been compel- 
led to admit, that at the last Election they were 
unable to give you any protection, and that they 
were at the mercy of a Mob. I presume this 
will not be controverted, but, if it should, let them 
clroose between the alternative of saying, that 
ihey were unable*, or unwilling to protect you ; in 
the one case they require the assistance of ad- 
tlitional Magistrates, and in the other, they deserve 
to be stripped of all authority. 

When r consider the advantages which you have 
cained by this decision, my object is completely 
.answered: whatever may be the event, you will 
iilow me to say, that it is most unjust, that it 
should have been imputed to mc, that I have ad- 
tied to the distresses of the Country, and that I 
liavc been a blind supporter of the War; when those 
>vho make the charge know, or might know, that I 
have uniformly, during the late Parliament, given 
my vote in favour of Peace ; — No, these are not 
luyvcrimcs — my crime is, that 1 venerate the Mo- 
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narcli, and the Monarchy ; and that I detest and 
abhor those principles which have led to the abo- 
lition of Monarchy in other Countries, and which 
were intended to have had the same effect in this. 

M^^ greatest Enemies will, I am sure, give me 
credit for never having wished to deceive them, or to 
alter my principles : my Conduct, ^^ith all its faults, 
has at least had the merit of being at all times open 
and undisguised, and I have no hesitation in saying, 
that if there are any amongst you who wish to dis- 
turb the Goveniment of tlic Country, they would 
be ill represented by tne. However we may have 
JifFcred upon great Political Questions, I have one 
consolation, which no clamour can take from me; 
I have the satisfaction of knowing that I can lay 
my hand upon my heart, and say, that I Iiave 
been a faithful Servant to you, and that I have 
never prostituted your interest, or advanced my 
own. I have done the Town some service, and 
they know it: because I have been instrumental 
in opening the doors of Justice to its Inhabitants, 
by removing the Decision of Party Questions to 
a fair and impartial Tribunal. I have attended 
to your concerns both in and out of Parliament ; 
I have never neglected the application of the 
poorest Man in the Town ; *and, T believe, I might 
venture to say, that I have saved the lives of some 
of ydu, in return for which, there arc persons who 
eeem' disposed to take away mine, '. '

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Having thought it to be my duty to say so 
much in my own justification, as an injured mao^ 
I shall now discard from my recollection every 
trace of what is past, and assure you, if I should 
again be in the situation of your Representative^ 
it shall be my study to render to you collectively 
and individually, without distinction of party, 
every service in my power. 

I cannot avoid taking this opportunity of ex- 
pressing my most grateful acknowledgments to 
those numerous and tcspcctable persons, who 
have so liberally contributed their assistance to 
the support of a cause, which they consider not 
fo be my cause alone, but the cause of the Pub« 
lie ; undoubtedly it is a matter of no importance 
to the Public, whether the Town of Nottingham 
is represented by one Candidate or another ; but 
it is of the utmost importance to the Public, that 
l^rinciples should not be openly circulated with 
impunity, in the heart of thb Kingdom, which 
Itave been borrowed from a neighbouring Nation 
in the worst of times, and which lead directly to 
the subversion of all Order and Government, 
lliese principles can on\y be checked by some sa* 
lutary regulations, to be made by the Government 
of the Country ; and I trust and hope, that those 
whose duty it is to watch over the Interests of 
this R^lm, will think it high time to interfere* 
by adopting some measures which will giv^ i\erve 
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and energy to tlie feeble Magistracy of the Town 
of Nottingham, the principal Members of which 
have frequently admitted, and Iwive affected to la- 
ment, that at the last Election they were utterly 
unable to maintain good order, peace and subor- 
dination in the Town of Nottingham. 

Having the strongest confidence that I siill re- 
tain the good opinion of the real Electors, and 
that tlie vioience made use of against me at the 
last Election, came principally from those who 
had no Votes to give, and that it was mingled with 
a desire to overturn the legal Government of the 
Country ; I feel it to be my indispensable duty to 
offer myself again as a Candidate, in the perfect 
persuasion that I shall meet with that generous 
Support which I have so frequently received at 
your hands, whenever' the M^isdom of Pailiament 
iball think it prudent to issue another writ.

My profound respect for aTri- 
bnnal, constructed as an Election Committeey of 
the House of Commons, necessarily must be^ 
would induce me to refrain from animadversion, 
ivere it possible for a moment to suppose — that 
Prejudice, founded on Calumny and Misrepre> 
tentation, had, in any case, the least influence on 
its determination. Sucb a suspicion cannot b% 
entertained ; and I therefore bow, with the utmost 
deference, to the late decision, however unexpect* 
ed both by you and myself. 

It has certainly been the subject of most pain- 
ful regret to mc, — that proceedings did take place, 
during some periods of the late Election, which 
merit the severest reprehension. But that there 
are, in ail great towns, misguided men, who take 
advantage of the confusion attendant on every po- 
pular Election, to gratify their private resent- 
ment, is also a lamentable fact: yet> the exist- 
ing Laws have surely sufficient energy for the' 
suppression and punishment of such conduct. — 
Why then have not the parties aggrieved appeal-

ed to thoM Ltmrf Why have not the offender! 
been indicted } And why are yte now to hear 
from Mr. Coke, of the necessity of Parliament- 
ary Interference ? Had he been the object of your 
choice, such a question, I am inclined to believe, 
would never have arisen : the disorders now com- 
plained of would have been overlooked, as those 
of his own Party have been on his Jermer success- 
fd Elections. Yovlt feeble Magistracy, and miser* 
dbk Police, would have been unassailed, and your 
Loyalty would have remained unimpeached. 

The right of nominating and electing your Re- 
presentatives in Parliament, — that grea^ and dis- 
tinguished privilege of Britons and Freemen, — is 
unquestionably too dignified to be compatible with 
Tumult and Violence; but god forbid that we 
should, in the opposite extreme, adopt either the 
Principles or the Practice of a neighbouring 
Country, and make our Elections at the Point of 
the Bayonet ! 

Is it in these days iQ be considered a crime, 
that Electors should no longer confide in a Man, 
whom they conceive to have supported Measured 
inimical to the Interests of their Country ? And 
are they to be branded with Disloyalty and Dis- 
affection, because they have thought that the Wac, 
in which we have lately been engaged, might fend 
ought to have been avoided ; and because they 
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liave expressed tTieir disapprobation of those Mea- 
sures, adopted by -the late Adiriinistration, which 
could tend to a continuance of its disastrous ef- 
fects, and which at Nottinghajriy were felt to a 
calamitous degree ? Surely not ! 

The Spirit of Party, in Notiinghamj is not, I 
fear, likely to be diminished, by the Measures 
which have been pursued in the late intemperate 
appeal to the Committee ; and in the attempt, by 
means the most unjustiGable, to throw an un- 
merite<l Stigma on the Character and Conduct of 
those Electors, who were honest and firm enough 
to exercise their Independent Francl.ises. But 
that a high legal Character should, on a solemn 
occasion, upon common rumour only, have been 
induced to allude to matters connected vvithjour 
late Election; which are now sh-ewn lo be utterly 
false and groundless ; thereby prejudging* and pro- 
nouncing condemnation, as it were, on a Cause 
then to undergo a rigid investigation before ano- 
ther tribunal, was subject of much surprise to 
men of all parties, and ^nust be' regarded, by 
every one who respec.ts the purity and impartiality 
of our laws, with infinite regret. 

In being the instrument of the vindication cf 
your fame, under whatever personal sacrifice I have 
done it ! my recompence will be compleat in the 
continuance of your confidence, and in the satis- 
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faction of believing that I hare not rendered myself 
unworthy of your future fevor and kindness. 

Knowing what extraordinary Interference, ami 
poxeerful Opposition I have to contend against, I 
wholly rely onlthe strenuous Endeavours of Men, 
who are resolved to assert their Freedom and In- 
dependence. Recollect, however, that active and 
zealous exertions may be combined with exemp!a« 
ry order and decoi^im. 

Mr. Coke informs you that he venerates the 
Monarch and the Monarchy ; allow me also to 
tell you, that no one more truly appreciates the 
transcendant Virtues of his present Majesty than 
myself; but in making a public declaration of try 
sentiments, I must avow, it is the ConsiitutUm of 
our Country as handed to us by our forefathers 
that I venerate, attd of which the kingly power 
is so essential a part : for the maintenance and de- 
fence of which we are all of us ready, I trust, to 
make the sacriice of every Ihing else ^e hM 
dear. 

I ofibr iDyselF again as a Candidate, whenevet 
the Election fthall be permitted td take place^ 
and I wibh it to be perfectly understood, thai 
having thus made a candid avowal of my political 
opinions, I ask no man for his support, who docs 
toot perfectly approve them.— Should I agalft 
have the honor to be chosen u your Represcn* 
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tative, you &ball find me ever faithful to those 
principles which are the basis of my sincere and 
unalterable attachment to the Welfare and Hap- 
piness of my Country, a zealous advocate of the 
blessings of Civil and Religious Lihtrty^ and an 
assiduous promoter of the Interests of the Town 
of Nottingham,

MR. BIRCH'S SPEECH, 

(From the Exchange-Hall) 

JuNii 23d,* 1805. ; 

Gentlemen, 

• I meet you here much sooner 
than I expected to have done, after a long- and la- 
borious contest, the result of which, (by a con- 
currence of circumstances it would ill become me 
liere to enlarge, upon) is that I am once more 
thrown, upon your protection. The confti^t-which 
I Lave sustained has been pf unexampled «pYprity,; 
though it was not of that nature which requires 
the exertions of muscular vigour, yet it hasflen-, 
tifully demanded what is not less the sinjBvys of 
War, Money, and Gentlemen in such a causewho 
would not have expended the last shilling of his, 
property ? If such a one there be, I am not that 
man ! I have stood forward in this trial with pe- 
c&Iiar alacrity, nbt only on my own account but' 
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OR yours ; not only to vindicate my own character^ 
but to rescue yours from the vilest and most dar- 
ing of calumnies. — For my female friends in 
particular, I have thought myself called upon to 
clear their fair fame from the aspersions of slan- 
der and falsehood y and I have done it ! the world 
has beim toU of lascivious wantons preceding m j 
Chair i^|||r :^e late Election ! it has been told of 
a woman then {^resi^nt in a state of entire nudity ! 
Where are these infamous fabricators now ? they 
have been unable (impudent and barefaced as they 
were) to stand before the simple and naked truth* 

The protection of the fair sex is one of the 
most indispensible of our duties, and it has ever 
been the pride and boast of Englishmen, and you 
must all participate in the satisfaction I feel at 
having redeemed the credit of my fair friends from 
these maliciou5 slanders. 

In offering myself a second time to your notice 
GentlemeOi as a Candidate, I feel a confidence 
(and it Is a confidence in which I am justified by 
the manner in which you have this day received 
me) that your free and unbiassed suffrages wilt 
acain place me in that desirable situation, in 
which I have no doubt it was your intention I 
should be now sitting. 

When I was first introduced to you. Gentle- 
men, my character could only be known to yoi. 
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through the partial medium of a few friends, but 
a considerable space of time has since elapsed, and 
you have now had an opportunity to enquire into 
the merits of the man whom you have already, 
though I am sorry to say, ineffectnally, honoured 
with your choice. As to my private <rharacter, I 
defy my most inveterate foe — if foe I have — ^to 
cast a blemish on it ; and for my Political Opini- 
ons, they are such as my opponents themselves 
must respect, as upright, independent, and con- 
stitutional.— Much has been said, Gentlemen, of 
Disaffection and disloyalty, as characteristics of 
the People 6f Nottingham; but these imputations 
are no doiibt of a piece with the calumnies I have 
before noticed. — Mr. Coke has, in his hand-bill, 
declared his attachment to the Monarch and the 
Monarchy of XjTeat-Britain : No man can more 
deeply venerate the King who now fills the Throne 
of this Country than I do (loud and repeated huZ' 
zas) — and I am sure no one will favour me with 
his suffrage who docs not fdel such sentiments. 
But, Gentlemen, we have a Constitution, and 
one which possesses the equal dispensation of law 
aiid equity, and the protection of the Rights and 
Liberties of the People : That wise and excellent 
Constitution I will support through every difficulty. 
In its defence, I would spill the last drop of my 
blood. — I have not the least doubt. Gentlemen, 
No. I. c 
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J that tbese are sentiments which find aniecho fa 
your bosoms. 

I mean to undertake a regular canvas, and if 
possible to shake hands with every individual 
Elector, and I shall be happy to receive the vo- 
Ivintary and unbiasW promise of their votes ; but, 
if there be any whose consciences dictate an oppo- 
sition to me, far be it from roe to quarrel with 
them. They have a right to enjoy their opinions 
as well as I have mine, and it is my express de- 
sire that no measures, in the slightest degree com- 
pulsory, may be resorted to on the part of my 
friends, but that every voter may follow the dic- 
tates of his own mind uninfluenced — and if in the ■ 
result, Mr. Coke be possessed of a majority of 
your Independent Voices, I shall ceitainly forbear 
giving either you or' him any further trouble* 
Judging^ however, from the appearance of this 
day only^ there can be little doubt of my ultimate 
success OH the Poll. 

Let us quietly wait the event, and, above all, 
let m^ cotijure, kt me entreat you, to {^'eserve 
peace and good order during the Election — Let 
the voters jof Mr. Coke exercise their elective 
franchise . undisturbed. We profess to be the ad* 
^cates of Civil and Religious Liberty — -let us 
allow to others that to which we aspire c^urselves. 
As an earnest of your peaceable intentions, let me 
see you now return to your respective homeis> and

To the tcortiy and indepeudent Electors of the 
Town of Nottingham. 

At the late £le£lion you invited 
Mr. BixcH to become a candidate to represent you 
in Parliament ; he obeyed your summons, and, 
by your exertions and suffrages, he obtained the 
obje^ of yo\ir mutual wifhes. Petitions were 
presented against his election, and the Committee, 
before whom the merits of his return were tried, 
judging by such evidence as was adduced, have 
declared bis election void. He now returns to 
c3 
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you, with freth claims upon jovtr proledton; 
and from tlie principle of independence, and the 
energy which are fo evidently apparent among 
you, no doubt remains of his eventually succeed- 
ing. But, Gentlemen, success is the offspring of 
** high endeavour.'* and without aftivity and zeal, 
you may afford a triumph to your opponents ; the 
baseness of whose condu^, in the late contefi, 
ought to excite in you feelings of the greatest in- 
dignation. The present is not the proper time to 
recapitulate the particulars of that conduct, but 
the objedions exifting to the exposure of them will 
Very soon ceafe ; and you may depend upon their 
being faithfully reprefented to you. In the mean 
rtme, let every Elector, who is a friend to Civil 
and i^dtigioua liberty, who can feel tlie injuries 
and infults offered to the independence of the 
town, exert himself strenuoufly in favor of Mr. 
Birch. His political sentiments are well known to 
'you, they are in unison with the constitution of the 
Country, to every part of whose government he is 
alike friendly, whether it be the prerogatives of the 
Crown, the privileges of the Peers, or the RIGHTS 
OF THE PEOPLE. The worth and integrity of 
his private chara6ler, are the beft pledge to you of 

his future public conduft as a fenator. What 

claims Mr. Coke can have upon your proteftion, 
in oppofition to fuch a man, I leave to him or his 
adherents to point out ; they are not to be fbu-nd in 
his past condu6^. He supported the late difeftc- 
rous adminiftration in those measures' which 
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brought ^Hnine upon the land ; and. In order to ^ 
ftiEetfae cries and remonftrances of the oppressed^ 
pafled thofe unconfiitutional a6ts, — the Pitt and 
GrenviUe, or the gagging bill. The wretched 
were hereby debarred the melancholy privilege of 
imparting their grie& to each other ; or to thole 
from whom redrefs might reafooably have been 
cxpe6^ed. He voted a bill of indemnity for thtf 
minifiers who brought the country to the very pre* 
cipice of ruin, and frotn whofe folly and obftinai* 
cy Ihe now fuffers the greateft evils. 

Mr. Coke has openly infulted your tegifliative 
rights, he has audacioufly declared, that only in lo* 
cal matters does he think himself boUnd to attend 
to the wiflies of his conftitucnts, that in matters of 
national import he does not think himfclf under 
any obligation of that nature, but that he should 
zSt exclUfitvety on his own judgment ; in other 
words, Geotlemen^as far as relates to flicking a laihp 
^gainft a:wail« paving a ilreet, or putting down a 
post, he would attend to your wiihes ; but, that in 
cafes of national a'^d political importance, he in 
his unbounded fapience, knows better what is 
good for you, than your united and coUe^ive wif- 
dom can point out to him. A more glaring infult, 
or a more daring violation of the legiflative rights 
of the people, never was 4>/Fered ; jt is telliog you 
in dired terms^ that you ar&.beafts of burthen form* 
ed to hear the weight of taxes, butthat for political 
deliberation, and discernment you are wholly dis* 
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^uzBBed. The man who can adrance tuch m 
political heresy is only worthy to receive the ««f% 
frajej of slaves. LordMuljiavc in l6g2, ad* 
yanced a more constitutional doctrine. Speaking 
fjainst Flacemtn sitting in Parliament, he exclaim- 
ed ^ For God's sake consider the meaning of the 
vord RtprumUatiot. Can Representatives do aojr 
thing contrary to the minds of their Constituents ? 
Ix would be absurd to propose it, and yet how can 
it be otherwise, if Representatives, after bebg 
chosen, may change their dependency and engage 
ihemselves in cmplojrmeats pUunly inconsisteut 
with the great trust reposed in them?" Such, 
Gentlemen, was the sound doctrine advanced by a 
Peer of the Realm^ above a century ago ; a doc- 
trine that will be cherished by e^eiy lover of true 
constitutional liberty, although q>posed by the st« 
gaciods and penetrating Mr. Daniel Parker Coke^ 
of Derl^{ a»d )et this is the man who comes 
forward to solicit those Very votes which he con- 
temns, Md sets at aaught the instant they hav^ 
passed your lips ! This is the man. Gentlemen^ 
in support of whose petition and future declion, a 
STOCK PURSE is formed against your independ- 
ence. The neij^ibouring Aristocracy, not content 
with seating whom they please in Parliament for 
the COUNTY, hav« now combined by their sub- 
scriptions to this fund, to subvert the independence 
of the TOWN; and nothing can fwevent their 
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success but jrour united and immediate eiertlont* 
It remains for you to convince them that manly 
independence still eidsts on Britiih ground: this 
glorious task is become yours, the eyes of the 
whole Island are fixed upon you, and your 
conduct in the. ensuing contest will degrade yoa. 
in the estimation of your countrymen, or exalt you 
therein in a most eminent degree. From past ex- 
perience the working class of electors must expect 
coercion of every base and oppressive speciet. Lee 
them associsCte, and by periodical small subscrip- 
tions, form a fund to which the oppressed may 
have recourse.

BARTHOLEMEW FISHER were indicted, M 
that theyy in company qf Fifty ethers, on the 
1 5th of July last, assembled unlawftdly, tumul' 
tuously, riotously, and by force, began to demolish 
the Dxoelkng flouse of JOSEPH PRIESTLEY^ 
Doctor of Lous, against the Statute^ and against 
the Kin^s Peace. 

Mr.. COKE fMewtber ^ParRammt/or Nei^ 
imghamj opeaed this Case; he saidy^hat in tho 
absence of Mr. New^ ak, the leading Counsel 
fbr the Crown, it became his duty, as senior 
B^ster^ to open the drcamstances of thb Case. 
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There never was any occaak>n, he saU, on 
which Government bad acted more laudaUj, than 
in taking^ up the Prosecution of these Prisoners^ 
Government had done its duty in the very best 
manner, by bringing forward the best evidence a* 
gainst the persons chaiged with having acted in these 
disgraceful scenes, having done no, their task was 
at an end ; and if, after this, Jnries should acquit, 
it was not the fault of Government. In this case, 
said he, " Government have done their duty, and 
you are now to do yours ; for if, after the dear- 
est evidence of the guilt of these men, you are 
determined at all events to acquit — ^if Bien are to 
be sacrificed to the fury of the vilest wretches, for 
(pinion — we live in a Country that is not worth 
living in. If Dr. Priestley is to have his 
house pulled down, because the vilest of the rab- 
bla think him wrong in his opinion, he lives in a 
Country in which he is not safe for a moment; he 
ought to leave it immediately. Dr. Priestley 
is a mau'^f lea^i^ipg^^.andi exemplary manners, 
and although in points of Religion^ or Political 
Opinions, I may, and certainly do, differ from 
him; yet had! been at Birmingham when his pro- 
perty was attacked, I would have lost my life in 
bis defence ; and this sentiment I hold the more 
strongly, because I do differ from him. Eveiy 
man who loves the Constitution of this Country, 
ought always to be careful not to give counte- ~ 
n^nce to any sort of persecution, to any set o£ 
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nen wbatever, be tbeir Religious or Political 
Opinions wbat they may, particularly if they 
should think such opinions wrong; because it is 
the nature of persecution to increase the number 
of the persecuted; and therefore, as well-wishers 
to the State, you should take care that you do 
not countenance these shameful excesses. AVhat 
will the enlightened part of this Country — ^what 
will all Europe say, when they see that in £ng« 
land, Riots and Persecutions are produced by 
the countenance of a Jury, for that Juries, after 
the clearest conviction of evidence, will yet ae* 
quit these guilty perpetrators. 

I do not arraign your conduct yesterday, I do 
not say that any one was improperly acquitted, but 
I call on you most solemnly to reflect on the con- 
sequences, if it is to be understood that tliere is 
a general inclination to protect and screen these 
wretches, remember that Dr. Priestley, an 
honest and honourable man had his house ptrlled 
down because hre is a DISSENf ER. Would you 
wish to see a repitition of those foul proceedings? 
There will be another 14th of July, atid if these 
desperate men are to escape punishment Dn. 
Priestley will be burnt. — On the next 14th of 
July, there may be other meetings to celebrat© 
the Anniversary of the French Revolution ; there 
may be as good reasons for hereafter as before ; 
and so there may for many years to come. Your 
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children may be there, your grandchildren may 
be there, and if these scandalous proceedings of 
burning houses be not checked, perhaps your own 
progeny may be oonsumed in the flame in the 
next century, and that for their opinions ! I do 
not say I like these meetings, I wish they were 
not to take place* but in England there is no 
power to pre?ent them. Englishmen have a right 
to dine where and when they please, and drink 
ivhat sentiments they please, provided they do not 
act tumultuously. As Englishmen then, and as 
lovers of your Constitution, I trust you will do 
your duty. There are no twelve men now in 
England on whom all the world are looking with 
such attention and expectation as on you at this 
moment. An alarm is spread — I beard yesterday 
in the street, that you will not convict any one 
of these wretches.

in Reply to that received from his Brother

pBAB, B&OTHSR JOBV, 

I duly received yours, 
and am sorely afraid you'have caichcd the distem- 
per at present so prevalent in and about our town, 
and neighbourhood. They say it is the itch ; an4 
I verily believe I have got a touch of it myself; 
being desirous however to know what our great 
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Doctors might call it, I described my case with 
1 its symptoms, to a neighbour of mioe, who is a 
bit of a Scholar, and who immediately pronoun- 
ced it to be the " Cacoethes Scribendi."

To these obstacles Mr. Coke opposed ^/VTme*** '

4. The keepers of those filthy rec^tacles of the 
disaffected, where Sedition is iacukated and made 
a Trade (/*, will be taught the necessity of a refor* 
tnaiioMf or a rerohtioM in tbeir houses will^ it is 
to be hoped, be the consequence. 

5. The poor Soldier whom either duty or chance 
brings into the Town, will not be in danger of be* 
ing rourderedji as, I need not tell ypu, many of 
bis comrades have nearly been of late. 

6. You best know whether we are as likely to 
have Justice administered m purely from Gentle- 
men of Fortune, not in any Tradc^ as from those 
who carry on retail businesses. 

It is greatly to be lamented, that many of you 
did not pay regard to the wholesome advice of 
Three Gentlemen of the Junior Council, who, a 
fevv months back, addressed you : if you had, 
near lOOOl. of youu Money would not have 
been already expended in defending men who now 
stAnd coiwicled of the highest crime against the 
Liberties of Englishmen. 
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Another Order is made to oppose the salutary 
Bill I have mentioned, and another Thousand may 
go the same way. The Corporation Justices, if 
ihejf mean to act justly and honest fyy need not be 
qfraid of Gentlemen of Fortune and Consequence 
coniing amoUgst them, and acting with them, for 
the common good qftisall; and if they mean other^ 
wise, it Js higJi time somebody came to prevent it.

Sunday /—-—It also states with no less ii?accuracy 
and deception, " that Mr. Coke and his Party

pettifogging handbill impudently asserts. Reason 
with yourselves for a moment, that tljey will 
be composed of gentlemen whose magnanim9U8 
minds are too exalted and honesty to stoop to 
any thin^ degrading.

On a visH at Nottingham, to his Friend in London. 



My Diar Fjiiend,

"very pleasant cheerful week with my old friends and 
acquaintance here. To my vexation however, I

thus every mouthful I took smelt and tasted of tho 
Election. \ 

This morning I waited upon a tradesman to pre- 
sent a Bill for payment.

GX3lT1L»ME!f, 

Wliep the last Election, if it deserves to 
'be so called, was set aside by the Committee of ch^ 
HOUSE of COMMONS, on the ground of tha 
9iost outrageous Insul.ts, o^ered Xq mysplf, and t^ 
t^ose Persons whq voted for nje^ it was my Wish, 
confiroied by the Advice of my Fnends> not to tako 
any Steps, or to make any Application to you, until 
it could be ascertained by tbe mo*t impartial Inves- 
tigation, whether I was driven away, as it bad beea 
asserted, by any change of Sentiment in the ELEC- 
TORS, or by the BLUDGEON and* the KNIFE: 
That Investigation has been made, not by me, but by 
Gentlemen most respectable from their situations in 
Life, and^ in Numbers euch as you have never seen 
upon any Canvass; and they have collected the Sen- 
tMWents ot the Town in the true Spirit of the Consti- 
tution, without permitting the Candidate even to be 
present. From them I learn, and I acknowledge 
with tbe warmest Gratitude, that' the Number of my 
•Friends is not diminislied : And I can inform you 
fVom my own personal Knowledge, that if the Ma-- 

fistratcs had preserved the Peace of the Town in the 
lonlh of .luly last, and if the Reluming Offcer had 
at that Time done bis Duty, the Return must have

ment, those Trustees, who have openly, and without 
shame, voted the Public Purse, which they hold in 
•Trust, to base. Election Purposes: This, I should 
hope, would nicet with a general Concurrence of all 
the Inhabitailta; because you will recollect that if 
this Money, which the Corporation hold in trust for 
the Burgesses, and the Inhabitants at large, should 
be thus misapplied, the Deficiency can only be made 
good by a TOWN RATE, which must fall u'poa 
you all. 

I feel it to be my Duty to take the earliest Oppor- 
tunity of congratulating you upon the BjlLL, which

passed through both Houses of Parliament. The 
simple Object of this Bill is, to give Protection at all 
Times to all the Inhabitants of the Town of Not- " 
tingham; and its greatest Recomn^emlation, and the 
best Test n( its Necessity is, that it did not spring 
from the Suggestions, or Wishes of any * Party at 
Nottingham, but from the Conviction of a most 
respectable Committee entirely uninterested with 
you, that such a Measure was absolutely necessary, 
not only for your Comfort, but for your Personal 
Safety, and to secure THE FREEDOM g^ ELEC- 
TION. I consider this Measure as a most fortunate 
Event for the Town of Nottingham : You may now 
come forward with Security in the Exercise of your 
Elective Franchises} you 'will now be sure of Pro* 
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tection, without belonging to any particular Piirty ; 
and it will in my Opinion be a singular proof of the 
violence of Party, if your former Magistrates should , 
complain of a -Measure, which must have the Effect 
of strengcjieniiig their Hands, and giving to them, in 
conjunction, with other Magistrates, a considerable 
Portion of Authority; when it is notorious, that be- 
fore the passing of this Bill, in times of Riot, when 
Authority is most valuable, they had do Wejght or 
Authority at all. 

I shall now soon pay my personal Respects to you ; 
but in what "Way, must be left to those Friends to 
determine, who were so kind as to undertake the for- 
mer Canvass. If they think it necessary, or proper, to 
repeat the Canvass, I am entirely at their Service;

Bbother Burgesses^ 

When men, who have bccft 
appointed to administer justice, ppculy avow theai- 
seives partizans on behalf of a Candidate th a con- 
tested Election, they declare themselves incapable of 
performing the duties of Magistrates, whose first and 
leading principle ought to be impartiality. When 
two parties enter into an agreement, they are bound 
so long as each perform their contract; but when one 
of them ceases to fulfil his duties, the obligation is 
at an end on both sides. Our Magistrates not being 
true to their Engagements, cancel all the pbligatious 
which our Burgess Oath originally imposed on us, to 
be true to them : for they render that oath nugatory, 
as respecting our tics to them, when they pursue 
means subversive of the ends for which these mutual 
stipulations were entered into. A most extraordinary 
appeal has been made to you, in a paper containing 
a copy of our Burgess Oath, the sequel to which ap- 
pears to be dictated by our impartial and conscien- 
tious Magistrates; who, descending so low as to be- 
come^parties to the warfare of ^Electioneering Squibs^.

Coke, he being a sup- 
porter of the Bill, without manifest violence to his 
conscience — that conscience whose stings will one 
day most severely avenge itself." Indeed ! then how 
severely will some of our \\x)rthy Corporation be 
stung on that day.

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minds of men? — It is tme we have taken the oath as

0«r 
Franchises, Privileges, and Charters will be much 
better secured by men of respectability and indepen- 
dence, who will be entrusted with tharpower uhder 
this bill, than they have been hitherto. 

The Election, which will shortly, come on for a 
Representative in Parliament, is a matter of serious, 
importance. The right to a vote for that represent 
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to procure for us ; aad la the exercise of which, under 
the careorK>ur present trusty Guardians, we have 
run the hazard of our lives.

fetch no more than 30 shillings a year each part: Is 
it not a stubborn fact that each part contains fi'om 
eight to nine Acres ? Need you be told that if you 
had the part allotted to you at your 'own disposal, 
whicl) you have an undoubted right to, you could 
, make Twenty times that sum of it — ^nay, from 30|L 
to 401. a year, instead of 30 shillings! Is it not 
equally true that a number of poor Burgesses, who 

have other parts allotted them in and about N , 

are told,. when they come to ask the question where 
their parts lie, have for answer, * We cannot say 
which is yours — there are three or four parts together, 
and we cannot divide them!' consequently, you are 
• obliged to put up with the old Rent, however, under 
' the real worth of the part ; and what with the scan- 
dalous imposition of ^hat is called Town Rents and 
Town Rates, they are scarcely worth a Burgess' ac- 
ceptance. Add to this. Do they not suffer the Bur- 
, gess Rights to be built upon? Is it not their most 
sanguine wish at this moment to enclose the Fields ? 
and there is scarcely a year passes over your heads 
. bwt one part or other of your rights is sold by the 
C— n to build upon; and these men would wil- 
lingly persuade you that the Bilt now passed into a 
Law, is a blow aimed at the Rights and Privileges of 
the poor Burgesses ! 
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I hate hypocrisy as I hate the Devil ! A great 
cleal more might be said to prave the trmh of what 
has been advanced, but tiie confined limits of this 
paper will not perjuitit: I hope enough, however, 
has been said tb convince you that these very men, 
who clamour so much ^bout oppression, are your 
real oppressors ! and that, instead of being the guar- 
dians of your rights, daily experience proves the sad 
reverse ! They are, in fact, your only enemies ; and 
these meti^ forsooth, have published the Burgess* Oath 
to convince you that you cannot in conscience but 
support them in their villiany I 

I shall have occasion here to treat of the loyalty^ or 
rather disloyalty of their Wofthies; considering it 
unnecessary to dwell long upon the subject to prove 
their disloyalty, noticithstanditig their loj/al Address 
to his Majesty on his happy escape from mchfd and 
designing men^ Src. I mean, therefore, to be as brief 
as possible : First, then, I feel no hesitation in saying 
that genuine Loyalty, in the eyes of this body of 
men, is a Crime ! to abuse their power, to injure 
men of this principle, they think meritorious ! and a 
man cannot have a better recommendation with 
them than to be a declared enemy to his virtuous 
King and inestimable Constitution! and from what 
does this Hell-born revolutionary spirit arise, but 
from an *^ envious hatred of greatness, a sullen desire 
of indepencence, a petulence impatient of controul, 
and a pride disdainful of superiority? they, hate 
Monarchs upon the Throne, and Prelates in the 
Church, for they hate all whom they are required to 
obey; and it is pretty evident their predominant de- 
sire is to destroy, rather than establisJi; and that they 
feel not so much the love of Liberty as repugnance to 
Authority.* 

I shall conclude, by observing, that so far from 
this Billy which is now passed into a law, beir^ an 
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qiiences for the Burgesses m\\ rtosl likely be the re- 
sult: He may lodk forward' with the plcfasing hojie of 
the restoration 6f his BirthKght; and the Honsc* 
keeper be Iiiqiiit)afed of the present enorttious Poor 
Rates; the friend of peftcfeand good order will have 
his wishes realised I such,- I conceive, i^iH b^the 
result of this Bill. — And to whom are 'Ave indebted 
for this happy prospect ?-^-»-^To Dai^ICL Parked 
Coke, one of the' worthiest characters that ever 
offered himself as a Candidate for this or any other 
town* I feel myself so incompetent to pay ^ just 
tribute to bis virtues, I sl^^l not atte;jipt it, but dose 
luy address with this observation — that if what I have 
advanced are fact!>, which no man can deny, every 
Burgess and Freeholder who is a friend to himself, to 
his native Country, and Posterity, will give his vote 
in favor of Mu.

T>R, Store R after a compliment to the private 
and public character of Mr* Coke, with whom thg 
people pf Nottingfiam Imd now been well acquainted 
for above three and twenty years, proposed that Gen- 
tleman for nomination. 

Mr. Carpenter Smith, (the Police Magis- 
trate from the Borough of Southwark) followed in the 
same strain of panegyric, and seconded the motion. 

Mr. Coke expressed his gratitude to his two 
worthy friends for the kind terms in which they had 
• been pleased to speak of him, at the same tjine assur- 
ing those who had been so much in the habit of 
abusing his character and conduct, that their cen-

disaffected. I thought this charge was very severe, 
yet, as 1 knew ic to be unfounded it did not disturb 
me ; but I resolved to avail myself of the Ht^t op- 
portunity^of publicly speaking to him about it, and 
I therefore now ask him, Wi^at grounds had he for 
that insinuation ? or did he mean to apply it to me? 
I believe, had he known me better, he never would 
have used such words. With rCspect to the meaning 
and object of such charges, I should have thought 
that the cant about Jacobinism was quite out of dale: 
it certainly has had its reign, and too much answered 
the ends of those who had recourse to it ; perhaps, 
however, it answered the purpose of Mr. Coke to 
revive this idle story-— perhaps it is to the alledged 
re-appearance of the Bugbear of Jacobinism that the 
Hon. Gentleman owes the' very liberal subscriptions 
which he has lately obtained from certain quarters :

this Election, which is, in fact, as I sincerely be- 
lidve, nothing more than a contert between the rich 
and the poor]; where the one arc struggling, and no- 
bly struggling, to secure the right of electing their 
own Jlepresentative, and the other are endeavouring 
to acquire the power of arbitrarily dictating to them. 
.That the safety of the State depends on the return 
of Mr. Coke, or that its overthrow would be en« 
dangered by mine — as the language of some gentle- 
men would imply, is rather a fit subject for laughter 
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tliau f^isetiotis discussion. Rcftlly, vrbatever I may 
thwiktrf Ihe abilities of the Honourabte Gentlwnan, I 
catnnot persuade myself to consider them of such a na- 
ttire as would serve to save the state in a crisis of any 
danger; fw lavgk) and -Cci tainly my tatents are not 
sucii, whatever might be the vicious tendency of my 
Tvishts, as would enable me by any means to affect 
rt*s security ; but I would ask of the Honourable 
Gentleman and his friends, what they know of me 
which cf^uld induce them or any man to sus])ect me 
of such wishes? Either hi public or privute Jife"i I- 
believe, I have always maintained a charact^er fully 
as irreproachable as that of the Honourable Gentle- 
jnan. In the course of the speech you have just 
heard, the HonoumWc Gentleman has talked of his* 
principles, and of the cairse to which he is attached; 
but be has 'declined to define Avhat that cause implies. 
— jn the address, indeed, to whitrh I have already 
alluded, lie spoke of his regard for the Monarchy ; — 
but he seemed quite to forget the other brtoiches of 
the Comtimtion. The Honourable CTcntlemaft hits 
said, that he had this town canvassed shrce xhv last 
Election, before he would consent to t)fter hirrt^elf 
again to your consideration : but I would ask of him,* 
can he call it a Conhtitwtional mode of C^anvassinfj 
the opinions of the Freemen, &r. to have noblemen's 
agents and stewards, sent to threaten tenants with 
dismissal, and ti-adespeople with tram>fcrring their 
business to others if they did not vote for him ?-— 
These arc facts too notorious to be denied, and cim 
the HonoumbJe Cientleman, when he c!xhoWs you so 
strongly to respect th« Iaws> (an exhortation, by the 
by, which I would most heartily sccotrd) can he, I 
say, forget that his lordly friends who are so anxious 
to loid it over you, and in theii- canvass endeavour 
to serve him, are trampling on the privileges of the 
House of Commons. 
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. I i^ill iKut detail^ yoUf Oentlemeiiy by a d^f&il k^ 
the. C9ascqucnce& of any tumuJtuous proceixiings, for 
you rauot l)c aware of tbem^aj>d that U is only by a 
btcady aUber^cc to p^ace aod quiet, tliatyou can 
attain ^voiii: object. . If ^^r. Coke has a majority 
of fail- votes, why id him be returned; I declare it 
to Gop, that if I thought tjiat Pionourable Gentle- 
apau liad^a clear majo pity of votes, I would not use the 
smallest trick to prcv^i^t his Election, even though it 
should sequrc.my own. There are many causes why 
you should be particularly guarded in yoor conduct — 
it bejioves you to take care, for believe me, ihei-e are 
pcrs9n5 lying, in wait to provoke, you to-jciot; there 
arc traps laid for you* I will not say that my o][>^- 
iient;is concerned in such plotjj, bat depend upyn ifj*^ 
if you .give, any apology by riotous, behaviour, 4he 
Cf»hsequenccs will not be merejy that the Election 
will be void, bat yoi^r franchibes will be taken a'»3^ ay;- 
it is. then raost^ peculiarly your interest to be |>ea- 
cc^blcT— even if you shouUl receive insults I would 
advise you to forbear: do not seek for retaliation.-— 
At the same time that I give you this counsel, 1 must 
take jcaVjC to express a hope that the magistrates- and ' 
constables, will demean themselves towards the peo- 
ple with |T?oderation, that if a voter should happen to 
sqjiinfat a magistrate, he should not be immediately 
committed, and that the constables- should not be too 
icady to use their staves. l^Vora the experience I havQ 
myself had as a magistrate of Lancashire, I can ven- 
ture to assert that conciliation is much bfetter cal- 
culated to preserve peace among tlie people, than 
any description of \iolence. I shall not make any 
professions, Gentlemen, but if I should hav« the 
honour of being returned, of which I afn quite con- 
iident, I shall never .abuse the trust you repose in me* 
I shall never countenance any calumnies on your 
character, nor shall T ever join in any plan to abridge

Mn. Coke disclaimed aqy in^cufipn of dki^mi^^ 
theciiaracter of Mr. Bircij. As to ibe G,a»usejn 
wblch be was engaged, he. w^& wi^syijlling to explain 
Ills idea of it, lest ^t sbould h^ppep^^o vjiffcr withxhe^ 
conceptions "vYbicn porne' of bis /^-iead^ wight have of 
it,' and thus produce 'division. As to the -mode of 
canvassing objected toby the Honourable Gentleman 
he^ conceived that iu tlif absence of the Candidate it 
was peifeclly coustitutional, aTid in order to prove 
this, licqirotdd the.^ysteni of Eleotioh^ •when persons 
were unwilling, to accept the office of- Members of' 
Parliament, and whpu tiicy were paid. ^It was quite 
fair in bi^ opinion, tfiat lanilldrds should inffuence 
iheir tenat^ts, add Ife wotild Ue sorry to see the day 
vvhen naenof property would pot use fuch influence. 
As^'te^tbc allusion made to the subscriptions. collected 
for him^ he was ready to own the fact, and that . 
without them bis fortune would not have been ade^ 
)}U^ate to proJi^^cute the contest; he jiovycver thoagbt 
i^ fair to rciDark that he understood that Mr. IU&ch' 
had had a subscription made for him., buit the diffei- 
ence was,, that such sijbscsip.tion was given by certaiii.

haps the Honourable Gentleman referred to the money 
l^ubscribed by the Corporation, which was for their 
own defence against actions brought at Mr. Coke's 
i^a'nce, but which were not at all connected with 
the Election. The Honourable Gentleman could not 
deny that Lords Newark, Middleton, and 
Chesterfield had given subscriptions for his 
assistance. " 

Mr. Coke declared upon his honour, that he did 
not mean to censure the Honourable Gentleman in 
any thing he had written, or in any words that might 
have escaped him. 

(Here Mr. Birch declared himself satisfied.) 

M«. Coke resumed, and contended that there 
was no law to prevent the interference of Peers at 
Elections ; there was indeed a resolution of the House 
of Commons to forbid it, and it would be a pity to 
SCO a man of 20,0001. a year not to interfere in the 
election of Commoners/ The Honourable Gen- 
tleman took notice of an observation which had been 
used by Mr. Fox on the Nottingham Magistracy, 
bill, which meant that if the bill should pass, a clause 
should be added to prevent Peers from interfering in 
elections. After the same Honourable Gentleman 
had received- contribiitions at the IVestminatcr Elec- 
tion from the Dukes of Bedford and Devon- 
shire, and Earl Thanet, it struck him that 
this declaration was a disgrace to Mr. Fox.— ^-Mr. 
Coke resumed, and professed the highest respect 
*for Mr. Fox.

writhe beneath the tyranny of its Master, with tlie 
increased agony of reflecting that it had broui;hi all 
its miseries upon itself, by pursinng a foolislr revenge 
on its rival, who, in the mean time, became easy in 
its situation, conscious that it did not owe to its owxi 
follies any part of its »uiferings.

The shafts of Malice and Revenge frequetilly ffe- 
tound on the leveller.— We often resort, in disap- 
pointment and momentary vexation, to measures 
which are a source of uneasiness to us through life. 

Let not those rejoice who have succeeded in the 
subversion of the Chartered Rights of Nottingham^ 
and the introduction of a separate and extraneous 
Jurisdiction, until they have , considered— whether, 
at a future moment, they may not have reason to 
curse their folly, in binding up Rods which must ul- 
timately scourge themselves.

Wlien a contention exists for power not peace ; for 
place not patriotism ; for the dead repose of des- 
potism in lieu of the lively vigour and rational tran- 
quillity of public freedom: — when there is a struggle 
betwixt venality and virtue ; betwixt profligacy and 
principle ; betwixt the proud pretensions of Aristo- 
cracy, and the rights and feelings of huinan nature; 
the only alternative in your choice is Independence 
or Servility ; the approbation of your own hearts, or 
the reproach of your consciences; the firmness of a 
il^flif, or the pusiUanimity of a Slffce, 

The objection to the popular Candida^te is not that 
he is less respectable than his opponent ; not that ho - 
i? less afele or willing to serve you ; not ihat he is less 
hydl^ attached to his Sovereign ; or that he is a less 
fnithjul adherent to the true princi^)les of the Con* 
stitution; Ko ! my friends, he is oWuoxious toth© 
wealthy and powerful, and to the tools they can em- 
ptoy in their machinations, on none of those grounds; 
hjs disqualification rests solely on his having been no- 
niinated by a ourneyman Stocking-^makcr, and that, 
nomination seconded by a WooTcomber. — This dan- 
gftrotts activity* on the part of the labouring clasa of 
&e community, is a frightful omen to those who 
WouM usurp their Rights ; or plunder tliem of their 
pkivlteg^: is it this alarm that gives new spirit to 
their swearers, and new spleen to their advocates ? — 
Is it this which has amjomed the criiiN» of '94 with 
the retaliating excesses of the last Election, as an 
equal reason for robbiag you of your chartered rights^ 
and taking you. from the jurisdiction of your own 
Magistrates, and placing you more immediately 
Under those appointed by the crown ? Is t^ tits 
which magnifies your errors, and palliates the eaoj* 
niities which may be practised against you ?

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Disarm then the serpent of his sting; it is onlj 
your oun conduct, which can render his wiles dan- 
gerous; be peaceable, as well as firm ; leave violence 
to those whose cause demands it; it will be adopted 
by such only as are destitute of principle,, or too 
ignorant to understand its etficacy ; that it operates 
by slow degrees, and can only gather strength by 
lime.

its effects is to deprive it of its scope; it is impossible 
for the hand of owcr to unite peace with Freedom at 
Elections, while one man is always permitted to knpw 
how another shall vote; it is the secrecy oi ballot oa 
tfu vc oc casions, us evidently necessary as it is easily 
practicable, that would render turbulence nugatory; 
and itifluence impossible ; Injluence? 

" Aye, there*s the rub,

May you persevere, however, in spite of either 
force, fraud, or influence, to shew yourselves as men, 
as Freemen, and as Englishmen.

The Poll of this day is the triumph of politi- 
cal principle and integrity over corruption and every 
species of the most cruel coercion. The world docs 
not exhibit to human view a nobler sight than a body 
of freemen, like yourselves, unawed by fear, and 
unallured by bribery. Persevere, my friends, in 
the arduous contest in which you are eng^iged j le- 
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lax not one moment ; encourage each otber ; and 
convince the proud imperious anstocrats, and tbeir 
stewards, that though you earn your bread l^ the 
sweat of your brow, the spirit of Freedom inhabits 
your bosoms. Never forget that this is the cause of 
THE WORKING CLASS OF ELECTORS — never forgct 
that your ilariug to think for yourselves has drawn 
down upon you every calumny and abuse which the 
tongue of falsehood and malevolence could invent : 
remember that the calumny has not been confined to 
yourselves, but has been extended to your wives and 
j-our daughters ; look at the major part of those who 
surround that unpopular candidate Mr. D: P. Coke, 
and you will find them men whose interference is im- 
pertinence ; men who have no connection with the 
town, except, perhaps, wha^ arises in some inst^inQes 
from an honorary freedom confejrred upon them bjf 
a too liberal and too credulous nuigistraey, aj^ now 
fpu^d united with thc|t w^n qf tnttk Mr. Cqics» in, 
basely abusing them.

—Not contented with the controui of the County 
repireseutation, you see the Country Gentlemen an4. 
their tenantry, nay, even their insignificant valets, 
obtruding themselvea in£Q the present contest, and 
impudently daring to threaten respectable Tradesmen 
and Freemen of the Town of Nottingham. 

Whibt riot and ttimult promoted Mr. CokB*^ ic^ 
terest ; whilst his partisans were incendiaries, and 
only short of murderers, remorse and sorrow never 
touched his soul ; but when the tide turned — when 
knowledge succeeded to ignorance , in the minds of 
the Electors, and he perceived that the people saw 
through his deceitful character, he became swtdefiij/ 
the most tender-hearted of meiit and tli^ tearing a few 
coats shoeked his feelings more thdn thb demolitioa 
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of half the windows in the town— more thau the 
numbers who were wounded— more tban the coia- 
pulsive flight of his oppouervts from the fury of his 
mab.

That your honourable 
House, acting up to the laudable jealousy of your 
predecessors, and speaking the pure constitntional 
language of, a British House of Commons, resolve, 
as appears by your journals, " That m Peer of this 
^^aim hath any right to give his tote in the electiot^ 
of any member to serve in Parliament ; and dlsOt that 
it is a high infringement upon the liberties and privif 
leges of the Commons of Great Britain for any Lord 
cf Parliament y or any Lord Lieutenant of any County ^ 
to interfere in the Elections tf Members to serve for the 
Commons of Parliament/* 

To shew you that the contempt of the popular 
part of your Constitution is not confined to Ma. 
Coke, but is extended to some of his adherents^, 
HoPKiNsoN, on the 7th of April wrote as follows : 
<* I am happy to say that tliere is no manner oi doubt 
** of Mr. Cokb's ultimate success; all Ma. Biaeu 
** can do will be only to harr^a^s him with expence, 
** which, however, the unprecedented liberality of the 
^ aeqi^booring Noblemen and Gentlemen will render 
**^ oi na RAUiner of GOtise<|uence. " I cannot con* 
comi O i m k « tii > «ny ^r^at^r insult th«ii tihi6->^t it 
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letting you know, in plain terms, that the " Noble- 
" men and Gentlemen" of the country can purchase 
vou, and the representation of your Town, by their 
subscriptions. It is the duty of every man in Par- 
liament to defend the prerogatives of the crown, and 
the privileges of the peers ; but that' member who 
docs not defend the Rights of the People is a 
parhamentary traitor. 

Mr. Coke assumes much merit from having re- 
presented us upwards of QO years; but it is not the 
length, but the manner of the service, which gives it 
value, or will recommend it to future confidence. 
We have too long suffered this gentleman's mistakes 
to prevail, but I trust the delusion is at an end. 
From that political system which he has supported 
have arisen all the privations and miseries which the 
working class of the community have suffered, anil 
which, 1 fear, they will continue to suffer. A me- 
lancholy trainof circumstances was exhibited to pub- 
lic view this day on the hustings, in the investigation 
of who were, and who were not, in the receipt of 
parochial aid: it appeared that in the year 179N 
many men, whose minds spurned at the idea of being 
maintained by the parish, found all exertion of their 
industry inadequate to the support of their families ;

day compelled by wz/Jro/er interrogatories, to publish 
their misfortunes to the world. As you dread the 
return of those calamitous days, withhold your votes 
from those, through whose measures they came upon 
you ; choose those who respect you, and not tfiose 
who would deny you either political knowledge, or 
the participation of political rights. 

Insult is added to insult, and an Elector in the 
interest of Mr. Birch, was commanded by a brow, 
beating querist on the hustings, to unbutton his coat.

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A LETTER 

Vrom Tim Strifz, of Nottingkam, to his Brother 
Bob, at Derby, 



Saturday Evening, June 4th, 1803. 
Beab Bob, 

We have had here a week of busy days, 
and yet no work done, except constitutional work, 
which will make Old England last the longer. AH 
the days are marked with something partfcular; but 
as this is our good King's Birth-day, and his faithful 
servant D. P. Coke's Day besides, 1 sit down to give 
you some account of it:— 

The morning being ushered in, as usual, by the 
ringing of bells at those edifices where Principles of 
sound Religion and Loyalty are inculcated, one of 
the Parties here heard the merry peals with a lively 
pleasure: too many of the other Party heard them 
with disgust, and looked, as a certain Friend of theirs 
is said to ** look over Lincoln/' 

In the market-place, a large Booth having been 
previously erected, Johk Bull assembled together 
a vast number of his legitimate and illegitimate fa- 
mily ; and had provisions prepared for them accord- 
ing to their respective palates. On the western side 
were placed some of the Guardians of the former: 
0n the eastern side several persoi!s who tendered their 
services in favour of his bastard children. For the 
former he provided plenty of wholesome constitu- 
tional food,— -an honest Clarke, or Chaplain, to say 
grace, and a good Cook, to make the excellent things 
provided nourishing and agreeable. His bastard 
chaps, on the other side, had no chaplain ; and, 
betng a graceless set, they wanted none. — For their 
entertainment were provided French Scarlet Beans ^ 
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and Cu^'l-ham, pickled and cured tliro' and thro', 
ei)tir(*ly in the French-fashion. But, as it was the 
Kino's Birth-Day, these vayward, cross^rained 
blades reMilved to observe it a^ a day o(jas ing and 
mortification; they therefore hung down their heads, 
i{nk\ seemed in sorrow, — not for iheir sins, though 
tliose were many; — but because their legitimate 
brothers were happy, and were determined (as they 
had siiRSTANTiAL rcasons) to observe the anni- 
versary of i heir beloved Sovereign's Birth-Day, as a 
day of rejoicing. 

Yet was there another cause for the abstinence and 
gloom of the base-born brothers: They hat! all, to 
a man, got the Jaundice, and looked very Vtilow, — 
And, 

"As all scorns Yellovr to the jauntlic'd eye," 

they could not see the many good things set before 
them by their old father, which had, at great cost 
and trouble, been purchased for them b}' their ances- 
tors; so they sat sulky, and wouldneither eat nor 
drink. — Being thus woefully out of order, or as the 
con\mon people say, ill-dispose/i, a Physician, late of 
your town, (of Derby) uho has nothing else to do,' 
except prescribing for such patients, was c<mstantly 
with them ; but, instead of doing them good, he made 
them worse: and no womk^r, for he is aftected very 
deeply with the samepurblinding disorder, and over- 
flowing of the GalL He discovers, moreover, strong 
8)niptoms of being in a stale that might induce him, 
insteati of proper Physic, to administer to them doses 
of Poison. 

.Ton n's legitimate sons had numerous costly and 
beautiful Flags, — Flags, as the Poet trui}^ says, 

'* Of Heaven's own hue : " 
and, attended by these, floating in the air, the hearty 
lads, aje, and wenches too, sung in full chorus, lo a 
noble band of Music, ** God save the King," ** Rul© 
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Britannia," " Britons, strike liome,*' and such Kkc 
line loyal songs, as will live for ever. 

John's bastards had also Flags, — numerous flags» 
and of various colours: so numerous^ and of colours 
8o various, that no comparison can well suit them, 
unless we compare them to the numerous and mot- 
ley French Revpluticns. Hearing that Music is said 
to be a cure for the bite of a Tarantula, they thought 
that it's "power 

" Might clear their janndic'd Sight*, 
' " And staunch their flowuig Oall," 
they therefore had Music ; but having hereto- 
fore only practised such airs as " Ca Ira, " the 
*' Marseilles hymn, " "Millions, be free," &c. 
strange discord aipse on their atteffipiing, for the first 
time, sundry loyal "songs ; and, as they sung out of 
the wrong side of their mouths, and with their heads 
down, as poor men sing when they are going to a 
certain place up Cow Lane, it was, as a wise man 
says, *^ Music in mourning;'* or, as Shakespeare 
has it, '« like the grinding nf a brass Candlestick ! ' • 
The XBords also having more of French matter than 
English in them, John's true-born sons, who wcr« 
<iispOtted to be jovial in their own Countr}'8 way, 
paid no attention to them. 

John's down-cast bantlings, you know, were not 
hy his chaste and lovely wife Liberty, but by a 
inranton French strumpet named Uventiousness.-^Yety 
imtwithstandiug this, he had some regard for them, 
.and heartily wished to see them restored to a sound 
state, and to good manners } but, at length, despair- 
ing of such a happy change, and, as certain folks 
c£ consequence, who used to take their parts when 
they did naughty tricks, are now kept constantly 
handcuffed and muzzledy and could not, as formerly, 
shield them fVom correction, John, as a justpunish* 
iQcnt for ail their rogueries, sent them a Birch /

It is with serious concern, that I have for some 
fipoe past observed, — that a considerable part of 
those, whose life and conversation do the greatest 
credit to the religion they profess, have, from a 
partial view of the scripltiriil authority, fallen into 
a supiiieness and inditferencc about* their political 
Rights, little short of that passive obedience, and 
non-resistance, whjch is the favorite doctrine of 
thciry and lieligion*Sy worst enemies. 

I would recommend to them the reflection, — that 
Christianity was neither established at^rst, nor ina^ 
ter times cleared fron! its "corruptions, by men who 
tamely resigned the Rights of a Citizen because they 
had adopted the profession of a Christian. 

I would ask them if, when St. Paul, in his many 
conflicts with his Heathen and Jewish adversaries, 
firmly maintained his Rights as a Roman Citizen, be, 
in any degree, derogated from the Christian cha- 
racter ? or, if the great Reformers, who, to an m* 
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W€aried Zfaljbr their grand object , joined a steady 
maintenance of iheir political pii\ilegos, are to h% 
condemned for not yieldin<j them to ti»e petty Despots 
wbo would have wrested them fioni their Laiub ? 

In what, let mc ask them, does the spirit which lod 
the Sanhedrim to condemn jEst^s, ami Demetrjus 
and his Craltsraen to conspire the dc.^tiuction ot St. 
Paul, differ from that which has maniiested {and is 
now niamj'esting) itself in persecuting you ? 

The Primitive Christians were often disturbed in 
their worship; and the Magistr:ite^ insft»ad of punish- 
ing, w ecen reproving their persecutors, added oOicial 
insult and injvry \o the apgres«>ion. Their polirical" 
Rights were violated; and» without a violent struggle 

they had no hope of redress. They had no means, 

as you have, of declaring their disapprrba ion of 
such a partial Administration of Justice, by a public 

exercise of the Rights of a Citizen. St. Pall, 

as a Roman Citizen, had those means ; and you knowi 
how be availed himself of them. He knew the mild 
nature of that amphibious aniipal, — a Priest -AJagis^ 
irate, — and did n(it solicit Persecution by Submis- 
sion, but clainjedjand- exercised his Rights. 

If you do not then wish your Meetings to be di^- 
tufbed, and your Ministers treated as vagrants, and 
your only Security against Ill-usa|^e and Insult reduc- 
ed to a private chamber and a secret hour, ** quit 
youi*selves like men : be stroni:^." Think not that 
year enemies are to be appeased by tamtncss and sitb'^ 
mission. — ^Their Oppressions will multiply with the in- 
crease of your habits of yielding to them ; and no 
sacrifices your consciences can approve will satibfy 
their lust of Power, halreicl df Kcformalion, and a- 
bominaiion of all Change, but fbe Change of one 
Preferment for a better. Rut their temper and cha- 
racter you are no strangers to. 
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Nor after the disgraceful disturbances at Trcrxcl, 
and the stiH more disgraceful decision upon it at 
Nttttingham^ can you hesitate a moment in admitting 
— that the Law, in some hands, where it is placed, 
i* not ** a terror to evil-doers,, or a praise and encou- 
ragement to thoge that do well. " 

Doubtless, the attempt to new-model the Licences 
granted to your Preachers, by the present notice 
given in Parliament by Mr, Ca^itw right, ought 
to be considered as an important attack on, and re- 
striction of, your Liberties, which you ought to use 
every proper and con.^titutional means to re(>cl ; and 
particularly at this time, bj choosing such a Hepre- 
seniative as will support your cause. 

You have many of you, doubtless, seen aTjallad 
of the year 17i)l, encouraging a iaiclcss mob in their 
brutal pastime of ducking the decrepid and defence- 
less ; and you perhaps know — that one ot the bene- 
fits you derive from the exertions of Mb,, Coke and 
his friends is, pladng the (Rev.) author ou the bench 
of Justices.

Dtary force ! 

After returning you my Jnost grateful Thanks for 
your kindness to roe, and for your extraordinary zeal 
and exertions in the Cause in which we have been 
. engaged, permit me to congratulate vou upon the 
GREAT and GLORIOUS VICTORY which you 
baveobtained over those who have proved themselves 
to be the ENEMIES of the BRITISH CONSTI- 
TUTION, in shemng hostUitj/^o the FREEDOM of 
ELECTION, which is the vital part of it. Those 
who love their Country ^ill not think this Victory 
the less glorious because it did not happen upun the 
Fourteenth of July!!! You have brought 
back the Constitution to its ancient purity^you have 
struggled for the FREEDOM of ELECTION, 
which is I/our hirth-nght ; and* when you had secur- 
ed it, you sent for the person on whom you niean€ 
to confer your suffrages : AH this you have done, 
not at the expence of the Candidate, but at your 
own. — ^You have shewn by these exertions what En- 
glishmen can do« xv^e.n roused and uniued in such a 
Causey and you have effectually proved to the 
World what you wbuld have done in the Month of 
July last, if y<m had been proper^ protected. 

How far it is -consistent in my Opponent to com- 
plain of the coercive and oppressive hand of flower 
being uipversally excited against him, I leave to you 
to determine.

Chairing ^f Mr. Coke. 

The Election, which had so long engaged the 
public attention, t» 4ke event of which the whole 
kingdom has- loc^c^ with considerable anxiety, was 
tarminattdonTnedbiy morning, (June 7th) by Mr. 
BlRC».V declaring, in r note to the SherifT, that he 
should dttdfnegiying.them any further trouble. — ^The 
numbers on the final close uf the poll were aj under:

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Who wasy of course, declared by the Sheri& duly- 
elected. 

Though the public mind was prepared for the event 
at the conclusion of Monday's poll, it was never- 
theless received with the utmost extasy, the bells of 
the different churches announcing it to the people by 
many a merry peal. The joy expressed on this 
occasion by the Loyal Electors and inhabitants of 
Nottingham is not to be described, and the decision 
was felt with all the importance attached to it. The 
Electors have proved to the world, that when pro- 
tected by a proper exertion of the Civil power, the 
town of Nottingham is not destitute of those prin- 
ciples which are the grand bulwark of the British 
Constitution; their victory is the moi*e complete, in- 
as much as it affords them a reasonable hope of a 
better regulated police — an object of the first mo- 
ment in this populous town. 

Notwithstanding the zeal with which the contest 
has been prosecuted, not the least disturbance has 
takei; place; a circumstance that, fully evinces the 
wisdom of the legislature in providing the best lueans 
for securing the peace of the town, by the appoint- 
ment of an additional UMigistracy ; to whose active 
exertions, as well as those of the newly-appointed 
peace-officers, we are in a great measure mdebted for 
the preservation of the public peace. 

The ceremony of chairiog the successful Candidate 
took place on VVednesday ; it was splendid in the ex- 
treme. — At twelve o'clock Mr. Coke was placed ia 
a chair, covered with blue silk, richly at)d elegantly 
ornamented with silver fringe and tassels, aod on the 
top of it was placed a beautiful crown and cushion of 
crimson velvet and gold, constructed under the di- 
rection of several Of "Mu. CokE's fair friends. The 
order of the procession from the Black's Head Inn 
was as follows : twenty blue fla^ST— ^nttemeu six &i4 
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SIX, wearing b3<ie favors, surmounted by sprfgs of 
laurel — a full band of music— the young gentlemen 
of Mr. Blakchard's school (eighty in number) 

wearing the favors and sprigs of laurel THE 

CHAIR, folbwed by gentlemen six a breast — the 
rear closed with a number of blue flags. In this 
order Mr. Coke was carried round the market- 
place, amidst the shouts and acclamations of about 
20,000 people. The windows, with very few excep- 
tions, were crowded with ladies, who incessantly 
waved blue and white handkerchiefs, as tokens of ap- 
probation ; the wl^ole displaying a scene of youth, 
beauty, and elegance, that inspired the most en- 
chanting ideas. The whole procession was conduct- 
ed with the greatest regularity, and was calculated to 
impress upon the public mind a vcneratioa for the 
Laws and Constitution of their country, . 

At three o'clock Mr. Coke dined at Tharland-^ 

Hall with upwards of two hundred gentlemen. . 

After dinner the following toasts were given with- 
three times three cheers: — 

The King — Queen and Royal family — Town and 
trade of Nottingham — the Freedom of Election, and 
the independent Electors of Nottingham—- the Army 
and Navy — the Gentlemen who formed the Com- 
mittee for managing the Ejection at Nottingham, 
with thanks to them for their services — the Magis- 
trates, and thanks to them for preseirving the peaee 
of the town during the Election-^the Junior Council 
of Nottingham — the Corporation of . Leicester^ and 
all loyal constituted Authorities — the Menihccs M 
the County of Nottingham — Mr. Coke — Sir J^ B* 
Warren, Bart* — the (jentlemen who uijdertpofe the 
managerqent of the Districts during the Election, anc 
thanks to them for their services— Mr. Simpson 6^^ 
Derby, with thankis to him for hjf persevering anc, 
emine'tit services to the cause — iClr. Hopkinson, with 
thanks to him for his services in the cause In which he 
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Kas been iiidefatigab1e«»Mr. Foxcroftf wkh thanks 
to him for his cervices — the loyal Ladies of Not-^ 
tiDgbam, and may the events of this day prove a 
mortal stab to Jacobinism — the Duke of Portland, 
Lord Lieutenant of the County~*the Duke of New« 
castle — ^the Earl of Che&terficld — Lord Viscount New* 
ark — Lord Middleton — ^L»>rd Carrington — Marquis 
of Tichfield — Mr. Hawkins Browne, and Mr. Bond. 

The afternoon was spent with the greatest good 
humour and conviviality, and enlivened by several 
good soi^ and glees. 

There is one circumstance which ought not to 
escape notice: after the chairing was over, a large 
circle was formed in the market-place, in which all 
the flags were regularly disposed, with the band in 
the centre. In this manner the spectators were en- 
tertained for a considerable time with loyal airs; and 
the scene closed with ^ God save the King/ sung in 
an excellent and manly style by Mr. Alderman 
Saowden of Derby, and Mr. Page^ one of the vicars 
choral of St. Paul's cathedral

O your most <(be6ieiit, Mr. Candour, 
1 hope 1 have t)he pleasure of seeing you well — I ana 
glad of the opportunity of enjoying a little of yonr 
company, as i tbiiik, to tkeiwat iAsit^ xacoUaaotiQn, 
I have not seen you for tome length of time, 

Mr, Candmir. f am very WH, tbartk yon Mr.Thtiiub 
mmI indeed, as you Jmiow I live in the<rouAlry, and 
am partial to « rural Irfe, it i« not f^en that I visit 
Kottins>ham, bowev^ I hope i see youwell^ aini sliaU 
be extremely glad to spend a little time in your good 
company ; what shall you like to take ? 

Mr, Tfrnmb^ To takei whj, a bottle of port, if it 
be agreeable ; I think it .wBl toit^ne best, for I feel 
rather phlegmatic, aiid wamt my spirits raising a little, 
for we ■Gentlemen who live in th^ Town are so in- 
tuited and chagrin<sd by a herd of disaffected and 
disloyal Jacobins, as you who live in the country have 
no conception of. I assure you. Sir, that I am fre* 
quently so much out df humour in the day that I caa 
frcafoeiy get any sleep in the night* 
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Jl/r, Candour. Perhaps, Mr. Thumb, you indulge 
yourself too immoderately in party frays; you know 
<here is a medium in all things; I think a man i^aj 
feel himself strongly attached to a cause, and labour 
to support the interest of his friend, without embroil- 
ing himself in those quarrels which only tend to make 
his own life miserable; and whoever does this robs 
Limiself of that peace of mind which it is his interest, 
in common with others, to enjoy. But how stands 
Mr. Coke? do you think there is a probability of 
his being returned ? I think it will be a pity for an old 
Member of Parliament, who has served the Town so 
nany years, to be thrown out at last. 

Mr, Thumb. Be returned, yes! be issuretobe re- 
' turned, for we are determined he shall — nothing caa 
possibly hinder him ; he had a large majority of the 
electors on the canvass, and he is supported by all 
the neighbouring Nobility, Gentry, and Clergy ; and 
to tell you as a friend, we have thought of an expe- 
dient that is likely fully to answer our design — You 
know that a great number of the Burgesses in tins 
Town are dcpenclent upon the Hosiers f6r a livelihood 
and we are not obliged to employ them wiitiout we 
please, you see my di*Jfl — a word is enon£;h for the 
wise-^and I assure you I have made every Jacobin 
rsiscal that worked at my warehouse know what 
o'clock it is. 

. Mr. Candour. Woll, ^Ir. Thumb, I can't at present 
see into the propriety of your conduct in this respect,

never admit you into their company ; you have noi^r 
granted all these disaffected wretches want ; and hav^ 
raised ray blood to such a pitch that I can scarcely 
keep my temper. 

Mr. Candour, I hope, Sir, you will exercise a lit- 
tle patience ; you know it is my way to speak frank- 
ly and undisguisedly on every subject which I un- 
dertake to discuss, and I hope I am always open to 
conviction ! if you can overthrow what I have ad- 
vanced by sound argument, I will acknowledge my 
error, and retract what I have said^ 

Mr, Thumb. I ask your pardon, Mr. Candour, 
you know I am hasty tempered ; it is aot in niy pow. 
er, I acknowledge, to controvert what yo\x have 
said ; and though I believe you are no Jacobin in 
your heart, yet your moderation inclines you to have 
too favourable an opinion of them. But what do 
you think of the measures th^t we pursued after the 
Election was <over I Do you uot think they were ca- 
pital? 

Mr. Candour, If you will promise to keep your 
temper, and hear me with patience, I will tell yoU 
what I think of that business ; but, as I shall soon 
\vant to be going, I will endeavour to give you my 
thoughts multum in parvo, and a« I was not in the 
town, nor immediately concerned in 'the Election, 
€K)nse<juenily my mind was unbiassed, and therefore 
I conceive m3'Self more competent to judge of its 
merits, and more particularly ai 1, through the me- 
dium of correct information, marked the incidents 
as they passed » and took particular care to be accu- 
rate in the process. 1 think it was a shameful de- 
parture from truth to circulate reports like these, 
** that insignias of disloyalty and disaffection were ex- 
hibited at Mr. Birch's chairing— that a woman in 
entire nudity walked before the procession — that 
iiorjrid imprecations were uttered against the sovereign 
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— that Mr. Bikch's servant gave out revolutionary 
songs — and that the French tri-coloiired flag was borne 
before jthe successful candidate ! *' And was it not the 
height of wickedness (unprecedented in the annals 
of Elections) to represent the worthy Mayor and 
Sheriff as negligent in their duty r — were they not 
active *as Magistrates could be ?— were not the $oN 
diers held in readiness, and called in at the shortest 
notice whenever their interference was deemed in the 
least necessary ? — and did not the Mayor preserve 
the strictest neutrality, a conduct so becoming hi^ 
official character, that many of Mr. Bi kch's friends 
thought he was most friendly to the opposite interest. 

Mr. Thmib. Well, Sir, I acknowledge what you 
saj to be very true, yet 1 am under the necessity of 
differing fro^ you because I conceive it consistent 
\\ith the soundest policy to oppose Jacobinism by e- 
very means in our power, for what is to become of 
the nation if French principles aire thus to be disse- 
minated among us ? is it not as evident as noon-day 
that the disaffected are all infidels, and their design 
is to overthrow both church and state ? and there- 
fore, I think it highly becomes us to make every 
effort, to strain every nerve, or, to use the old a- 
dage, *^ not to leave a stone unturned," to check 
this infectious malady of Jacobinism. 

Afr. Candour, Really, you argue admirably, Mr* 
Thumb, you possess powers sufficient to quality you 
to fake the degree of Professor of Logic ! you set 
out by saying you acknowledged wliat I said to be 
true, yet you felt yourself under the necessity of 
differing from it from motives of sound policy ! I 
am at a loss to know what policy is sufficient to jus- 
tify a departure from truth ? You exclaim mightily 
against French principles, but I can't see what they 
have to do with Nottingham Burgesses giving their 
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franchises according to the dictates of th^r consci- 
ences at a gei^eral Election ? But, certainly, you 
gave as a specimen of if our sound policy when yott 
asserted that every means in your power (right or 
wrong, true or false, I suppose you meant,) ought 
to be used in drder to suppress infidelity, to preserve 
our state, and to continue ou^ establistied religios 
undcfiled amongst us ! is not this equal to saying — 
let us do the greatest evil in hope that the greate&t 
possible good may result from it ! 

Mr. Thumb. Wh}', Sir, it is possible to put that 
construction upon it ; however, I shall be glad to 
change our conversation, if you please, for 1 think 
ive have hit upon rather a disagreeable topic. You 
are undoubtedly acquainted with the PAPER WAll 
that is carried on between the t^vo parties, and which 
is to be published in a neat Volume by the Turners 
in Houndsgate, and, as you are a man of letters, I 
shall be glad to hear your opinion of the several 
pieces which have been published on both sides, and 
here, I hope, our judgments will be more happily 
united — for my part, I think we have cut our adver- 
saries up to ribbons in this respect ! but, what think 
you ? 

Mr. Candour. A am sorry to say. Sir, that lama- 
fraid we shall differ in opinion upon this topic also, 
however, I can assure you that I don't differ with you 
for the Jiake of differing ; yet it appears to me that you 
are too strongly prepossessed in favor of our own par- 
ty, which prevents you from passing an impartial judg- 
ment on the writings of our opponents; now I think 
it is right that we should lay aside our prejudices, and 
be willing to acknowledge merit wherever it is found 
whether in friend or foe. 

Mr. Thun^. Merit ! do you think there can be ai^ 
real merit in the writings of the Jacobins ! have not 
all their writings a tenckncy to effect a revolutioii^ to 
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•disturb peaceful and quiet citizens, and to spread a- 
narchy and excite rebellion through all the country ? 
do Dot their writings tend to establish a system of lc« 
celling, and of putting the rich and poor on an equal 
in the scale of beings ? and what merit can possibly be 
attached to writings of this description 1 leave you, 
and every gentleman who is possessed of honour, vir- 
tue, and religion, to determine. 

Mr, Candonr, Sir, permit me to tell you, that the 
warmth of your temper carries you beyond yourself, 
-and while you indulge your humoar in such severe 
animadversions on the writings of the friends of Mr. 
Birch, you certainly give the strongest proof that 
you are not guided either by honour, virtue, or reli- 

fion : I think I have read most of the papers which 
avt been put out by his friends since the commence- 
ment of the present contest, and I confess that 
1 have not discovered any thing which in the least 
tends to excite rebellion, disturb the happiness of good 
citizens, or to effect a revolution. But, on the contra- 
ry, their wii tings appear to me to be perfectly con- 
stitutional; written in language strong and nervous ; 
andreplete with sound argument : their compositions, 
whether in verse or prose, are generally good : their 
v^riters are men in which are united both the Patriot 
and the Scholar, therefore capable of doing justice to 
the subjects they write upon; and to me it appears e* 
vident that they have established those truths which u 
will never be in the power of our party to overturn. 
These are some of the qualities which they appear to 
possess, and which, \ am sorry to say, (though Can- 
dour, obliges me to acknowledge it) the writings of our 
^ends are greatly deficient of, 

Mr: Thumb, Certainly, Sir, you was at church last 
Sufat}^, and heard a sermon preached out of Balaam^^ 
Fwabkf ** I called thee to curse mine enemies, ^n4 
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" lo ! thou hast blessed them' altogether," or you ne- 
ver could talk after this rate ; but do you think those 
who write on Mr. Coke's side are entirely without 
ability, and what is still worse, without truth? 

Mr. Candour, Why, Sir, I would give the Devil 
his due ; but respecting the writers on our side the 
question, there occurs to ray raind a witticism of a 
ludricous fellow who declared "that all Mr. Coke's 
friends were dead V and, when asjced the reason for 
his assertion, he replied ** because no man living would 
ever write such stuff as they do.*' Good compobition 
requires at least two things — Language and Senti- 
mcul, and I might add a third, viz. Truth ; for where 
this is wanting every other ornament looses its lustre. 

Instance the Pamplet, by B s, on the Progress of 

Jacobinisn>> and also his Postscript ; will any person 
say he is deficient in talent.^ No ! there is grammad- 
cal correctness, and sublimity of language ; yet all 
these, with every other excellency that may be found 
in these Pamphlets, are disgraced by his shameful de- 
parture from truth. 

Mr, Thumb, Then, Sir, do you mean to say that 
those who espouse the cause ot Mr. Birch, and write 
to support his interest, are all men of talent and inte- 
grity ; while on the other hand, those who support Mr. 
Coke are all Fool sand Liars? however, I am glad to 

hear you allow Mr. B s to be a man of ability, 

and as for the few errors in his Pamphlets, they are 
easily accounted for. — You know he was not present 
during the election, but grounded his assertions upon 
hearsay, and if those who furnished him with informa- 
tion were not honest that was not his fault. For my 
part, I liave always considered Mr. B — ^s as one of 
the staunch est supporters of our cause ; and though 
I allow that he has asserted many things which are not 
Btriptly true, yet I think they are well calculated to 
set Jacobinism in a proper point of view, and to mark 
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out the FrienJs of Reform, (as they call themselves) 
as objects detestable, not only to Government, but 
also to the nation at large. 

Mr, Cgndour. I must allow one thing, Mr. Thumb, 
^bich is this, that you are certainly a very consistent 
character, your arguments are all of a piece, what I 
mean by this is, you are consistent in inconsistencies ! 
k seems you have one end in view, and it is a matter 
of it^diflerence with you what means are u<ied to ac- 
cofliplish that end.— I certainly acknowjedge Mr. 

B s to be ajnan of ability, but what signifies that, 

if he be on!} wise to do evil ; but how you can ac- 
count for the falsehood and slander in his pamphlets 
I am at a lo^s to know ? It will not do to say that

Yet, 
this is the man that you'take to be one of the staunch- 
est supporters of our cause ! but, if a cause will not 
stand without such supports as these, let it fall to the

Mvcb prejudice having been artfnlly excited- against our late 

worlby Meraber D. P. COKE, Esq. for having maintained 

that " A Member of Parliament is not bounds on all ques- 

*' tions of great national Policy, implicitly to obey the in- 

" stractions of his Constituents," the following Extract 

from the celebrated Speech of the late Edmund 

Burke to the Electors) of Bristol, in the Year 

1774, on this great constitutional question is 

submitted to the candid perusal of the Elec- 

ton of NOTTINGHAM. 



Ckhtainlt, gentlemen, it otight to be the 1 
and glory of a Representative to live in the strictest 
"union, the closest correspondence, and the most un- 
reserved communication with his constituents. Their 
■wishes ought to have great weight with him ; their o- 
pinion, high respect; their ttisiness, unremitted at- 
tention. It is his duty to sacrifice his repose, his 
pleasure, his satisfaciiori, to theirs ; ard, above^ll, 
ever, and in all cases, to prefer their interest to his 
own. But, his unbiassed opinion, hi^ mature judg- 
ment, his enlightened conscience, he ought not to 
sacrifice to yoii, to any man, or to any set of men. 
These he does not deiive from your pleasure ; no, nor 
from the law and the constitution. They are a trust 
from Providence, for the abuse of which he is deeply 
ansveraWe. Your Representative owes you, not hi* 
industry only, but his judgment ; and he betrays, in- 
stead of serving you, if he sacrifices it to your opinion. 
My worthy colleague says, his will ought to be sub- 
servient to yours. If that be all, the thing is innocent 
If government where a matter of will upon any side, 
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yours, without question, ought to be superior. But 
goTemment and legislation are matters of reason and 
judgment, and not of inclination ; and what sort of 
reason is that in which the determination precec'es the 
discussion ; in which one set of men deliberate and 
another decide ; and where those who form the con- 
clusion are perhaps three hundred miles distant from 
those who hear the arguments ? 

To deliver an opinion is the right of all men ; that 
of Constituents is a weighty and respectable opinion, 
which a Representative ought always to rejoice to 
hear, and which he ought always most seriously to 
consider. But {tutkoritaike instructions ; mandate$ 
issued, which the Member is bound blindly and im- 
plicitly to obey, to vote, and to argue for, though 
contrary to the clearest conviction of his judgment 
and conscience ; these are things utterly unknown to 
the laws of this land, and which arise from a funda- 
mental mistake of the whole order and tcnour of our 
constitution. 

Parliament is not a congress of ambassadors from 
different and hostile interests ; which interests each 
must maintain, as an agent and advocate, against o- 
ther agents and advocates ; but Parliament isji delibe" 
rflfe assembly of me nation, with owe interest, that of 
the whole ; where not local purposes, not local preju- 
dice«o«ght to guide but the generalgood, resulting from 
the general reason of the whole. You choose a Member 
indeed ; but when you have chosen him, he is not a 
member of Bristol^ but he is a member of Parlia- 
ment. If the local constituent should have an inte- 
rest, or should form an haj^ty opinion, evidently op- 
posite to the real good of the rest of the community, 
the member for that place ought to be as far, as any 
other, from any endeavour to get.it effect.

Without having had any communication either di- 
rectly or indirectly with the Governors or Trustees 
of the SCHOOL, I di<l entirely of my own accord 
recommend to the boys that their parents should vote 
for Mr. Coke, but there was no intimidation held 
out, nor any threat of their being dismissed in case 
of a refusal. 

I think it necessary to state these Facts in justifi- 
cation of my own conduct, and as an Act of Jastico 
due to the Trustees of the Charity School.

SIR, • 

Ip you ever possessed the esteem of 
liberal minded men, which I very much doubt, their 
perusal of the following short narrative of your dis- 
graceful conduct will place your character in its pro- 
per light. 

On Saturday last in a manner extremely indecorous 
in a Clergyman, you collected around you in the 
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Street a croud of people, in the midst of whom 3-011 
asserted that I had turned away from nay enrployraent 
two men, for no other cause than that they would 
not vote for Mr. Biuch. A friend of mine, to 
whom I give my sincere thanks, was one of your 
congregation^ and denied the charge : you pei-sisted 
in it, and very unlike a disciple of your divine mas- 
ter, laid a wager, and staked your money in the 
street upon the truth of your assertion. — On this be- 
ing imparted to me, I sent a person to you ou Satur- 
day night with my solemn assurance that you were 
misinformed : you again persisted, adding that ^ou 
could bring forward two men of credit who would 
make oath of it. To profess the least respect for a 
character like yours, speaking of it personally, would 
be an hypocrisy which I despise ; but I can truly say 
that no man reveres the clerical cbajucter more than 
myself, when it is accompanied by a practice of 
those virtues and precepts which 4t is his peculiar of- 
fice to inculcate. — My respect for that character in- 
duced me once again to send to you, which I did on 
Monday Morning, reiterating my former assurance 
that no such act had been done by me, and that yoa 
had unwarrantably accused me upon mieiDfoniiatioa : 
you still persisted, but, on being pressed for yom 
authorities, you were guilty of shameful prevarica- 
tion. — By the behaviour I adopted, 1 had hopes of 
avoiding the lurther exposure of your conduct, which 
had recently been subjected to severe and just ani- 
madversions, to which you had pleaded guilty ; add- 
ing to coercion of the moJit cruel species an avowal 
of your consummate impudence, in ncting from the 
base and tyrannical impulaes» of y^ur own iaind» ia^ 
dependent of thQ CpverDoi-s ur Triutoes ^f tho Iih 
(titutiom 

Thus traduced, and my explanation thus rejected, 
) am certain every candid person wiU approve the 
mannQr which 1 9m. qompelled to adapt in my excul^ 
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pation:^ — I do then most solemnly assert before God 
and Man, that 1 never turned away any person in 
my employ, nor dny tenant, nor did I ever threaten 
to turn away, or in any manner whatever coerce, . 
or threaten to coerce any person on account of 
any Vote he either had. given, or were to give.-^ 
I assert this unequivocally and without reservation — 
I repeat it — I never did this act either in person or 
by deputy, either directly or indirectly, either by 
word, deed, or ioiplication. — The only two persons 
in my employ who voted- against Mr. BiRcrt last 
Election, or signed the Petition against him, were 
John Bodd and George Mann — They are in my ser- 
vice at this hour, nor ci-.n either of them say with 
truth that he has received from me either personal or 
deputed application or threat. 

But, supposing I had tried compulsory methods 
upon my servants or tenants, in order to make them 
vote according to my wish, does the condemnation 
of such conduct come with any propriety from the 
roan who, habited in the sacred garb of Heaven's 
Minister, has abandoned his character and function, 
by perverting a charitable institution to the basest 
and most oppressive purposes; and who has convert- 
ed the tender mercies of that charity into cruelties ? 
• — The child of the Poor Man is admitted under the 
pretence of benevolence, and for such admission the 
Master subsequently claims from the unhappy Parent 
a surrender of his Elective Franchise, and a renun- 
ciation of his conscience ; or threatens him with the 
dismissal of his Child ! — 7/, hozoevcf, you should corn- 
rnit this act of injustice, I ain enabled, by the fhitan* 
ihropic offer of a gentlemen tvell qualified for the tas/c^ 
to pledge myself to the Farents of your Pupils for 
one yearns gratuitous tuition of ev€*y child thus 
dismissed. 

The Governors and Trustees, faithful to the con- 
fidence reposed in them, will doubtlessly dismiss you 
from a situation which you have dishonoured, and the 
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integrity of which you have sullied ; their retention 
of you cannot but prove injurious to the Charity and 
to the rising generation, for who can calculate the ex- 
tent of ihe.injury the latter must receive from such- 
an example as you display before their youthful 
minds ? What, Reverend Sir, will your Diocesan 
say when he leaj'ns of your having collected crouds 
in the street, not for the purposes of edi6cation \or 
religious instruction — not for the amiable one of re- 
commending " Peace on earth, and good will towards 
** men ; " but for the dirty purposes of an Election, 
^ahdy calumniating your neighbours, engaging your- 
self in broils, and openly and shamelessly depositing 
your money in confirmation of your wagers ?— -*• Oh ! 
*' sharne, where is thy blush !! " If your Reverend 
checks can resist or conceal the rising suffusion they 
are made of impenetrable stuff indeed!! 

In defiance of your assertion, and challenging 
your proofs, I declare you to be a base detractor, 
regardless of truth; a stumbling-block in your pro- 
fession ; and a dangerous member of society ! ! — A- 
nonymous lies excite in me only the sensations of 
contempt : one has recently been aimed at me ; hut 
hioxdifg, as I doy the xery low and degrading source 
u^ience it originated, my contempt is increased: your 
assertions, and that oblique calumny, are^ equally 
false.— Of the infam^r of the latter I have lodged 
incontrovertible proofs in the hands of the Printer 
Jjereof, (Mr. Sutton,) for the inspection of any can- 
did rnan who wishes Truth to prevail over falsehood. 

I quit you for the present, being grateful to Hea- 
ven that no man, of any description, can coerce me, 
or force me from a purpose which I believe to be ho- 
norable and important to the welfare of my Fellow- 
IVIen ; and, rejoicing in my own independence, I 
once more declare — I never will invade the ind^en- 
dence of another.

N D it came to pass in the l^JJ year of the rctgn

6. Now there was a certain man named Dan ieL| 
a Counsellor, and he came to the people who dwelt 
at Nottingham ; and he. said unto them, ye men of 
Nottingham hearken to my speech, have I not served 
you these many years, and have been a mouth for 
you, and have spoken among the Rulers of the peo- 
ple the things that ye commanded me, therefore I 
pray ye return me again with one consent. 

T. But the men of Nottingham said unto hkn tee 
icill not return thee^ neither will we hearken to thy 
Voice, for thou htisi not obej/edowr commandments^ nei- 
ther hast thou done the things which we said unto 

thee, 

8. Then was Daniers anger kindled, and he said * 
unto them, what have I done unto you that ye have 
requited me evil for good > Have 1 not saved some 
of you from death, and when the famine was sore in 
the land, did I not nourish you and your families with 
foiaioes ? ye had sovp within your vessels, and I seat 
among you the ^shes of the sea in gr^at abundance. 

p. Then the men of Nottingham said unto him, 
thou hast not saved the lives of any |>ut those who 
daerved to die; and those who deserved to live have 
perished with hunger. 

10. Moreover, both thou and thy brethren have 
caused War throughout all the countries, even from 
the Land of Peter the Great unto the borders of the 
Red Sea. 

11. Like a whirlwind and a mighty tempest have 
ye spread desolation over the nations, our fathers have 
perished in the field of battle, our young men 
have been slain by the edge of the swprd, our 
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Tirgins have lamented, our orphans have been increas- 
ed, and our vvidoUs have been multiplied ihroui^hout 
the land. 

12. Ye have also laid upon us burdens too heavy for 
us to bear, ye have din>inished our merchandize^ and 
have taken away from us owx silver and our gofd, and 
left us nothingr in the stead thereof but rfl^s. Yea, ye 
havebroughr famine upon the land, neither vvoiild >e 
suffer us locomplam. Therefore return thou to the land 
of thy fathers, that we may see thy face no more, for 
thou shaU not 6c our spokesman again for ever. 

13. Thtin the men of Nottingham assembled to- 
gether and said, let us send messengers th^-ou^out 
tli£ country that they may find out a man in whom 
we may confide, that we may appoint him to go to 
the great City, so shall it be better with us than herer 
tofore. 

l^. So the messengers departed, and they found 
a man namstl Joseph, and when they had brought him 
to* Nottingha'm, the people lifted up their voices and 
shouted for joy, and every gpod many and every wise 
fnany and Q\eryfiree man gave him his suffrage. 

15. Howbeit certain men o^ corrupt minds. Sons of 
Belialy who had no widcrstanding, and whose hearts 
cleaved linto Daniel, regarded not Joseph, and sairi, 
xoeivilt not gvve him our suffrages ; therefore werte the 
men of Nottingham wrath, and laid>holdupon t!iein'> , 
and rent their garments. 

\6, Then the Danites said- onto them, why have 
ye done this,- and wheFefure have ^e rept our garments, 
to make us a reproach and a proverb as at this day'? 

]7.. And the men of Nottiivgham .answered and 
said, we have not dealt with you as ye have dealt 
with us, for remember what yc did unto us when wc 
dwelt peaceably ahiong you, did \e not enter into 
9ur dwellings like beasts of prey, and dra^us froia 
jl3 
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our liomcs like roaring lions ? did ye not conduct our 
unwilling feet and plunge us into, what ye blasphe- 
mously called, the Rrcer Jordan ? did ye not pump 
upon us, and stone us with stones ? did ye not set 
lire to our habitations, and slay our brethren ? there- 
fore is all this evil come upon you. 

18. And when Daniel saw that he was disregarded 
by the people, and that the choice would fall upon 
Joseph, be was displeased, and great fear fell upon 
him, and he arose and departed, and went down to 
Derby, uuto his 'o^%n house, and cried with a loud 
voice, my punishment is greater than I can bear I 

19. And the men of Nottingham rejoiced that day 
exceedingly, for it was a day of xdctory^ and of tri- 
umph unto them ; a day to be remembered by them, 
because they were delivered from the power of 
Daniel, and rescued from the jaws of the Lion. 



CHAPTER THE SECOND. 



row it came to pass after those days, that 
I Daniel the counsellor was troubled; and 
be called his friends, and his kindred together; even 
Alexander the Scribe, Bevjarnin the Physician, John 
the Captain of the Host, and all the GotMmites of 
the land, and said unto them, ye see how the men 
of Nottingham have rejected me, and set iiie at nought.

3. Moreover they said unto him, art thou not a 
Counsellor in this nation ? and thou knowest that the 
Rulers of the people have respect unto thee, for lo ! 
thou hast served them these many years : therefore 
lay the cause before them, that they may judge be- 
tween thee and the men of Nottingham, and thou 
knowest that from this decision there is no appeal. 

4. And the saying pleased Daniel, and be sent un< 
to the Rulers saying, the men of Nottingham have re- 
jected, and evil intreated me; they have chosen Joseph 
mine enemy, and his virtues have exalted him in their 
esteem ; moreover, they have broken the laws, and 
have rejected my commandments, neither did my 
threatenings make them afraid ! 

5. And the Sheriff and the Mayor have both dealt 
perversely, because they have suffered the people 
not only, to think, but even to lift up their voices a- 
gainst me; yea, they winked at the calamities which 
befel roe, therefore, I beseech you, judge ye between 
ipe and them. 

6. And when the rulers heard these things they 
sent and called some of the men of Nottingham, and 
certain of the Danites, for they said we will hear you 
face to face, that wo may judge between you, and do 
unto you according to that which seemeth good in our 
eyes, 

7. And when the Rulers had heard what was said, 
and had perfect understanding of the matt;6?r., they 
said unto them, even to the men of Nottingham, and 
to the Danites, since ye are of two opinions, and are 
not decided in your judgments, return ye again to 
Nottinghaip, 
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8. Anil they gave commandment that after ccrftiin 
days, the people should a<;ain assemble ; and whett 
the people shall have ^Wen their voices, he who shall 
obtain the most, shall be returned. Howbeit they 
Taid hand? on two men and but them in ward ; and 
moreover they rebuked sharply Jhxand^r, the Scribe, 
because he had spoken before them unadvisedly with 
his lips, f/ea, because he had gone abovt speaking lies^ 
and devciiijfg the people: and Alexander escaped only 
with the skin of his teeth. 

9. And it came to pass that Joseph returned to 
Kottini>ham, and when the men of Nottingham heard 
that he was coming, they left their tents, and went 
forth to meet him in great multitudes ; and they took 
with them maiiy ensigns of triumph, and instruments 
of music ; and whetv they lifted up their eyes and sa^ 
liim the musicians played upon their instruments, 
and the people shouted aloud for joy. 

10. Moreover the bells of the Great Temple rang, 
the like of which had never been known before ; amt 
tiie Priests, and the Danites were sorely vexed that 
tlicy had thus defiled the Saiurtuary. 

11. And lo ! as Joseph approached near the Town, 
the muhittidc increased abundantly, and the shout* 
Vaxed louder and louder, and great dread fell upon 
the Danites, and they were sore afraid. 

12. And they said one to another, what meanetb 
all this? and one of the Danites answered and said, 
these men have torn our coats, and they will rend 
our breeches also ! 

13. And as he passed through the streets, certain 
Danites looked forth from their windows, and beholdj 
their countenances weic c7/a/?^er7, and their faces were 
hcngthened, 

14. And when he came to the Exchange, he cried^ 
saying, ye men of Nottingham hearken unto me* 
i have had a long and sore cuiitlict tincc I saw youE 
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faces ; liowbeit, I have not departed from the path of 
rectitude, but I have laboured mightily to wipe away 
the reproach which was cast upon you, and upon 
your wives, and upon your virgins, by the tongue 
of slander^ and bif lying lips, I am again returned 
to you with fresh claims upon your protection; 
and I h^ve ao doubt but you will give roe your sup- 
port. 

1 5. Hath not my opponent said that his heart i» 
set upon the King ? know ye therefore that I do ]ov« 
him also ; neither do I love him alone, but ye alsO| 
and your Constitution, and your Country : then th« 
people shouted aloud for joy. 

16. Furthermore, he said unto them, depart: 30 
every man unto his house in peace ; let not my com- 
ing among yuu hinder any man in his trade or oc« 
cupation ; and on the morrow I wilLcome and see 
you, and will take you by the hand, that I may know 
your minds more perfectly concerning thiis matter ; 
and the men of Nottingham did has he commanded. 

t7- So he arose in tho moniing, and went from 
house to house, and every Free ' Man, and every 
Wise Man, and every Lover of his Country, and of 
bis Native Town; and every one who loved Peace 
belter than fFar, and Beef better than Herrings^ gave 
hiox a hearty welcome. 

18. Now the rest of the acts of Xhe Danitcs, and 
all the Jholish things which they did, and all the evil 
they committed, are they not written in the Third 
Chapter of the Book of Accidents ? 
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CHAPTER THE THIRD. 



[OW when the people were in. expectation 
that they should be visited at their own 
houses by these two men, Daniel sent unto his friends 
saying, it is not safe for me to come among you, for 
ye remember how I was treated by the men of Not- 
tingham when I was with you before ; they despised 
my person; they rejected jny offers; neither did I 
escape clean out of the Town. 

' 2. Therefore, I pray you, assemble my friends to- 
gether, and let John, the Captain* of the Host, go 
before them, for he is a man of vahur ; . his exam|)le^ 
will fire them with ^eal, and his courage will inspire 
them with boldness. 

3. And if our enemies should overpower you, or 
even make you afraid, by reason of their number, his 
wkdom will dictate a retreat^ and secure you frotn all 
danger in his own intrenckmeut at the lions whera 
yon may bid defiance to both stick and stone, whick 
can never penetrate a />e<? of feathers^ But these fears 
of Daniel werevwithout foundation, as the friends of 
Joseph are men of peace, and. will not throw the first 
stone. 

4. Now Joseph was of a more manly spirit, and 
accompanied the men of Nottingham throughout the 
Town, and was conducted in peace, and received 
with joy ; neither did any molest him, save that & 
flippy barked at him from a window ; howbeit, this 
was not the only puppy that dwelt jn that house. 

5. Then when the Canvass was ended, and the 
Danites saw that their attempts were fruitless, they 
consulted together; and they said one among another 
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Tihat shall we do to bring the men ef Nottinghan*. 
into suhjfctmi^ for their hearts arc set upon Joseph, 
neither can we turn them by larsful means. 

6. Then answered one among them and said, are 
we not rich^ and have we not power to humble these 
dregs of mankind, who stink in our nostrils? Let 
us discharge them from their Farms, their Houses, 
and their Frames ; let us threaten them wih Poverty, 
let us rule over them with an iron arm — and they did 
so: and the practice is called Thumbing unto this 
day. 

7. Then stood up in their assembly a certain Go^ 
tbamite, a limb of mischief, and he cried, hearken 
unto me yexQi'se men, and listen to my speech ye fol- 
lowers of Dan, for I have brought tidings that will 
revive your hearts, and put fresh spirits within you, 

8. I have heard that the Duke of >J has 

laid his thumb w^on S: toy, and has caused him. 

to discharge Joseph* from his house; and that Lord 

X has told those who dwell in his houses at 

S n, a village as thou goest by the way to 

CoUickj that unless they give their voices unto Da- 
niel (however contrary to their consciences) they 
&hall be disinherited. 

9. He said, moreover, that a certain Priest, a 
teacher of nghteousness, who dwells at the school, 
had piously told those who were the friends of Truth 
and Joseph, that unless the}' renounced both, their 
children should not be instructed. — Then, when tho 
Danites heard these things they were glad, and, hav- 
ing such noblf. and divine examples, they went forth 
confirmed in their iniquity. 

10. Then these sons of Oppression began with ri- 
gour to deal with their dependants after this nian^ 
ner, and to make their Workmen groan under their 
heavy- yoke; yea, they all of them united, (to op- 
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press Ac poor,y even from the Feer upon the Hill 
down to the Higgler who liveth near the Sink Hole^ 

11. Nevertheless, the men of Nottingham were 
courageous, and mocked their vain attempts, and set 
at nought all their machinations ; for the Makers of 
Frames, and those who set them up — the Sinker 
Makers also, the Knitters of Hose, with those who 
prepare the Needles, hecame as the heart of one 
man, and said, we will break the yoke from off our 
necks, both we and our brethren will hefrte^ nei* 
ther will we suffer our Oppressors to thumb us any 
more. 

12. Now there was a certain Danite who wasTery 
rich, and whose grounds brought forth Coal in great 
abundance ; and when he had heard of the stedfast- 
ness and integrity of the men of Noltingham he was 
sore displeased. 

' 13. Then he called one of his household servants, 
and said unto him, depart in haste to the house of 
William the Friend^ who liveth near unto the Market- 
place, and speak unto him in my name, saying, 

14. I have heard with regret what the men of 
Nottingham have done, in that they have rejected 
Daniel and despised the threats of those that adher- 
ed to him, I pray thee, therefore, hearken unto me, 
and lift up thy voice in his behalf, then shall my 
custom remain with thee ; but, if thou refuse to o- 
bey, then' will I buy no more of thy Sugar, neither 
shall thy Tea come within my gates. 

15. Now William was a man of uprightness, and 
used great plainness of speech, but when he heard 
these things the Spirit of indignation tnoved in his 
breast, and he said unto him — Friend, return thee 
again to thj/ master, and say unto him, I will not 
hearken unfo him, for I regard not the person of 
man ; neither will I sell my Independence for a Mess 
of his Pottage. 
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16. Then the servant turned aside, (as his Lord 
had commanded him) anc) went and laid his thumb 
on a certain Ruler, and used many words to per- 
suade him to depart from ihe path of rectitude. 

17. Howbeit he prevailed not, for this Man of 
Iron, (whose very soul hated corruption,) treated 
both his threatenings and his promises with contempt ; 
sajing, I would rather obtain my bread by sweeping 
the channels ii> the streets than submit to Bribery and 
Corruption. 

18. Now the rest of the cruelties which were prac- 
tised by the Danitcs, and the lies which they told, 
aiid the slander which is to be found in their writ- 
ings, are they not recorded in the 4th Chapter of 
the Book of Accidents ? 



CHAPTER THE FOURTH. 



1 (T^ ^^^ ^^^ ^^^^ ^^' y^ ^^^ ^ Wisdom, and 
VJT let those that have understanding hearken 
to my speech, for I will relate some of the cruelties 
of the Danites, and some of the evil things which 
these Sons of Oppression have committed. 

2. And while I am speaking your hearts will be 
filled with anguish, and your bosoms will be moved 
with compassion^ yea, ye will smiie upon your 
breasts, and your ears will tingle. 

3. For when the Danites saw the unshaken con- 
stancy of the men of Nottingham, and the ultimate 
success that would crown the laudable endeavours of 
Joseph ; moreover, when they saw themselves derid- 

B 
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cJ, and Daniel, fhcir idol, set at nought, they ex- 
erted themselves both on the right hand and on the 
left. 

A. And they said, go to, let us thumb thera — let 
us oppress ihem to the uttermost, and then we will 
say that the friends of Joseph do these things ! and 
they did so; for a certain. Tyrjw/ named Jarvis, wha 
liveth at the Grove, near the Trent side, laid his 
thvmh upon all his Tenants, who were friends to Li- 
berty and Joseph. 

5. Then was this noble example followed by others 

in the country round aboiK, even from H d 

who liveth at Gun — ton, to Tom n of Maxck — n 

Hills, who have both discharged those Tenants who 
were friendly to the cause of Joseph. 

6. And at the Village called Brifig d, near un- 
to ihe riverside, dwelleth a certain Priest, who always 
doctli Justice; and he laid his reverend thumbs upon 
his faithful Clerk, neither would-he suffer him to say 
jimen any more, although lie had served him with di- 
ligence fpr Thirty and Nine Years, and had never 
once refused his hearty amen to his Master's most 
dissembling prayer. 

7. Howbeit, while he tarried in his master's house, 

J tt M — s ts' Steward being present, also a- 

bused him with many words, and said unto him, 
*' t/(OU art a rotten 'pillar of the Church. " And Mrs. 
rarson, (her husband being near unto death,) was 

*very angry, and gave commandment that he should 
be exj)elled from his office in the sanctuary; that the 
i//A-pulpit should be no longer trodden by his unhal- 
lowed feet ; ahhoug^h this poor man, nor yet his son, 
had any thing to bestow upon Joseph but their bles- 
sing. 

8. Now, concerning the Lies which they have 
toldi and the Falsehoods which they have uttered, ^ 
behold ! I'know noi where to begin, neither shall I 
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inow where to end, for they are in number as if\t 
dust ; neither can the arithmetician add them toge- 
ther. 

9. For they have said that Joseph dealeth in Slaves, 
a traffic which his soul abhorreth, for as he hath 
bought noH€y so he hath never sold any ; but this they 
have said out of the perverscness of their own hearts, 
for they themselves know that Daniel, and those that 
Mere like-minded with him in the Great Council of 
the nation, have always given their voices for Slavery, 

10. And also they said that the friends of Joseph, 
whom they have called Jacobins, (a name which nei- 
ther we nor our fathers have known, neither are the 
Daiiites able to exi>lain it to us,) did cause thedcar- 
ness of provisions, and made bread scarce through- 
out the land ; howbeit, this is a foolish lie, which 
deserveth not to be answered. 

11. They said, moreover, that the friends of Jo- 
seph had laid their thumbs upon Richard Rawson of 
Lambley, to cause him to depart out of his dwelling 
because he was favourable unto Daniel ; this also is 
a lie, as his own hand writing testifieth. 

12. Also, these sons of Slander said that Jo- 
seph and John, who live by the Highwiiy as thou 
goest unto Mansfield, had thumbed two of their 
hired servants who designed to give their voices 
for Daniel, becau-^e, they said, " the Danites had 
** shewed kindness unto us in time that is past, and 
** we hope to receive future ^auowr* from them ; and 
" as for the friends of Joseph, we know not whether 
" they will give us any thing ; " nevertheless, their 
masters have not discharged them. 

13. Now their liveth in the town of Nottingham 
a follower of Dan, and he calleth himself ** An Old 
" and Loj/al Burgess, " and as this man is old in 
years, so he is hardened in wickedness, and delightctk

in lying : behold! his lies are to be found (April l6) 
in the FooVs Chronicle. 

14. Also, there dwelleth in Houndsgate a Frintery 
and a certain man said unto him — why wilt thou 
print the Lies of the Daniies r and why dost thou 
suffer thy Press to be polluted with such contemptible 
%tuffi 

15. Then he answered and said — ** I will print any 
" thing : if they were not Iks I could not sell them, 
*« and it is my design by these to obtain a Nem Coat.* 
This account is trujt and faithful. 

16. These are ar/eio of the Evils which they have 
committed, and Falsehoods which they have told ; 
and I could tell of many more, but I will refrain at 
present lest I should weary your patience, and lest 
what I now record should surpass the belief of gene- 
rations yet to come. 

17. Therefore, let every friend of Joseph, and 
every lover of Truth and Independence above ail thing* 
shun lying practices, and all deceitful ways, and let 
these men be a warning unto them. 

18. And let all the Priests take warning by Mat- 
thew, (not the Evangelist,) to avoid Horse Races 
and E O Tables, and all lewd company, lest they 
should have their pockets picked; and their reputati- 
on sullied; and be looked upon with contempt^ even 
as he is at this day. 

For ah ! with heart "felt grief 
And sorrow 1 rehearse, 
A wicked, pilfering thief, 
RobM Matthew of liis pvrse. 
When in the * riehteous 'acts 
Of gambling at the race ! 
*Tis these, and such Uke facts. 
Have clothM him with disgrace* 
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CHAPTER THE FIFTH. 



1 ^T^^ ^^^" ^^® Danites sa.w that the men of^ 
• X nI Nottingham defended their cause with the 
weapons of Truth, Liberty, and Independence, they 
were perplexed on every side, & they said one among 
. another *' what shall we d« to keep the field against 
our adversaries ? — if we fly we shall be a reproach 
unto them, and a provferb throughout the land — if 
we stand our ground are we not sure to be beaten } 
because they are more in number than we, besides, 
their weapons are proof against corruption. 

2. We have already oppressed them, yet are they 
firm ; we have threatened them with still greater se- 
verities, yet do they not regard us ; wfe have laid 
ouv thumbs ^pon them, yet dv. they treat us with dis- 
dain. Their minds soar upwards like the eagle, 
neither do they fear the frown of the oppressor.— On 
their lips dwell the words of truth, and their writings - 
almost confound us. " 

3. Then, when they had communed together, 
they determined to stand their ground, and to arm 
themselves with such weapons as they had, for they 
said, *' although our weapons are not of so good a 
temper as theirs yet have we more of them, and be- 
sides, ye know all our tribe are very expert at their 
arms ! " 

4. Then every one armed himself according fo his 
ability, in the arms which he had been most accus- 
tomed to wear. Now the arms of the Danites are 
they not deceit, lying, malice, slander, defamation, 
and oppression ! And they said one amongst ano- 
ther, if these weapons fail us, alas! poor Daniel I 
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5. And when they 6rst prepared themselves and 

set the battle in array ,^ a certain man named B ^s, 

from a distant battery fired some shafts of malevo- 
lence and falshood at the friends of Joseph, and the 
report was so great that it was heard from one end of 
the land even unto the other. — ^This he did, that the 
men of Nottingham, and their wives, and their daugh- 
ters might be despised in the land of their fathers. 

6. For he said. that Joseph exhibited colours which 
were ensignias of disloyalty, and that his friends spake 
evil of the King, and that they carried before him 
the Tree of Liberty ; and without blushing declared 
that a Woman, naked as Eve in Paradise, walked in 
the open streets, howbeit, these are all flagrant lies, 
and full of defamation. 

7. Then arose Benjamin, the Physician, and pub- 
lished many things which neither he nor his brethren 
could prove, nevertheless, he went not unpunished^ 
for a certain man whom he defamed, took up his quill 
and beat him almost to death ; yet he killed him not 
because he had mercy upon him, and yet have we not 
heard whether he be recovered. 

8. Then Alexander^ the Scribe, being greatly pro- 
voked that hb friend was thus defeated, and put to 
shame, cried out in a great rage unto the " Spinner 
of Worsted," why art thou so angry, and why dost 
thou suffer thy temper to be ruffled after this manner?'* 
but he was quickly put to silence. 

p. And Alexander's Partner, (who also is a Lawyer 
and an Inspector of naked Women's clothing) wrote 
unto X. Y. saying, " Joseph is sure to come to, nought, 
because we are rich and mighty, and the Lords of 
the Land are for us, and the Nobles have promised 
to assist us ; therefore, come thou and be our Scribe,^ 
and write such things against our enemies as' we hhall 
t«ll thee, and we will pay thee for it even as thou re- 
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qui rest; howbeit the Man of Law was deceived, and 
many laughed at him. 

10. After these things there was a great dearth 
throughout all the land of Dan ; not a dearth of ;70- 
tataesy nor of soup, nor of red fishes^ but of authohs, 
and the whole tribe lamented because no man could 
be found to defend their cause : then a certain man 
(who before was not a Danite) named Little Tack- 
rhyme looked upon the barrenness pf the land. 

11. And when he saw that the dearth was very 
^reat, and that the friends of Joseph did not favour 
him with their orders, he considered the state of his 
old striped coat, and he said, " Behold ! it is become 
-very threadbare — / mil turn it, because a favorable 
opportunity is at hand, and peradventure I may also 
get a new one ! *' and he did so, and his apostacy 
was ftoised abroad. 

12. Then, when the Danites heard this they were 
glad, and their hearts were comforted within them 
because they had found so a^/can advocate to defend 
their cause ; neither did they reproach him for his 
former colour, seeing he is now become as milk that 
is three times skimmed ! 

13. Then did he write for the Danites, and he 
composed songs in abundance ; yea, he composed 
some Chances also, the composition of xyhich can- 
not be imitated. 

14. As for the grammatical construction of his 
sentences, it is beyond conception ! — th^e like was 
never seen. Then did some friend advise with him 
concerning this thing, and, in his second edition he 
attempted to mend it, but behold ! it was worse for 
mending. 

15. Did he not also write Tknickery'? and dream 
a very foolish dreain for Joseph and for Josephy 
icife? and did he not write Something new; or Pat m 
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n Passion? also, John Bull's Letter to his Brother 
Thomas, &c. for which the Danites praised him ; 
ivhile men of sense and judgment looked upon bim 
Vfitb contempt. 

16. These are the weapons of the Danites with 
which they defend their cause, and these are the 
men of valour which they emph)y, and on whom 
they depend fur success ; but they will quickly be 
disappointed, and all their boasting turned into shame. 

17. Thus far have I fulfilled what I promised thee, 
reader I in the third Chapter of the Book of Ac- 
cidents, which was to declare unto thee the Cruelty 
and the Lies of the Danites, and the Slander >Yhicli 
is to be found in their writings. 

18. Howbeit, since they have obtained a new 
scribe, who is surnamed Tackrhpne, their writings 
have multiplied so fa**t that it would fill a volunoeto 
notice the whole of their slanders, nevertheless, I 
shall write unto thee ag^ain as their slanders appear, 
and as *' Accidents " take place. 



CHAPTER THE SIXTH. 



J ]^T^W it came to pass, after the Danites had 
i nI done all those base and wicked things 
which we have jilreaHy mentioned, and many others 
which we have not yet recorded, it came into their 
foolish hearts to visit the people who dwell at Jmold^ 
because the friends of Joseph had done so, for they 
imitate them in all things but uprightness. 

2. So they assembled themselves together on the 
second day of the fifth mocih, even all the Danites, 
and ail the Gothamites, and those who lacked know- 
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leclgc, in hopes they might terrify the men of Not- 
tingham, and the friends of Joseph who dwell round 
about the country, with their multitude. 

3. Then did they unfurl their banners of sky-blue, 
in number twenty and four, and when they had ob- 
tained soldiers to play upon instruments of music be- 
fore them, they set their faces towards Arnold, and as 
they drew nigh unto the village, they lifted up their 
voices, and shouted, and the soldiers played upon 
their instruments'" Croppies lie down." 

4. And as they entered the town many looked forth 
from their windows contemptuously upon them, for 
the men of Arnold are noble minded, and they love 
not the thoughts of Oppression, neither can their sto- 
machs digest Red'herrings. 

5. Now their procession was after this manner, 
(and these things are true and faithful) first, there en- 
tered the town some asses just cased of their burdens ! 
ttese moved with an irregular step and solemn aspect, 
being frightened at these friends of ^* social order" 
viho were behind ; nor did they once attempt to bray, 
which might have served as an example to their twp 
legged brethren who followed after, had they not 
been more foolish than the beasts. 

6. Next followed some of the tribe of chimney- 
sweepers, whose dirty garments and unclean faces be- 
tokened the dirtiness of the cause they houourecl* 
Then did the Danites foolishly exult in their number 
and strength, and insulted and evil treated some qf 
the friends of Joseph, insomuch that they were pro- 
voked exceedingly, and in their anger they s^ot^ 
some of these sons of Belial for their daring insolence. 

7. Then followed the soldiers with their instruments 
of music, and the standard bearers carrying ensigns, 
and the multitude followed after ; and they came to 
the house of a certain man who has forsaken the right 
way, and his sons are haughty and lack wisdom, for 
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one of them being asked by a friend of Joseph's to 
drink with Lim, he was offended at him, (and feel- 
ing the itch of a county magistrate upon him) he cried 
out in an angry tone, ** I'll commit you ;*' howbeit, 
all that were present laughed to scorn this son of a 
Justice in embryo. 

8. After the Danites had remained a little while 
in Arnold, they turned aside unto a certain place 
called the Red-hill, when a Danite received them in- 
to his house, and after he had refreshed them with 
his beverage, and had put his bread and his cheese 
before them, which they ate of, and were not thank- 
ful ; these lovers of their Constitution plundered his 
house, and took away a dressed ham, which no doubt 
they did in a constitutional manner. 

9. Then they went to the place where the hen 
brooded over her eggs, in expectation of finding 
some young, howbeit, they found not any, but they 
laid their hands upon some eggs, and took them a- 
way, and carried them to the house of a publican 
lo eat them, and the ham which they had stolen ; and 
behold ! when they broke the eggs there were chick- 
ens leaped out of the shells, therefore are the Dan- 
ites called " Ham and Chickens ; " and it is a name 
•and a proverb of reproach unto them unto this day. 

10. Then did the sky lour, and seemed to frown 
upon them, and as they were returning home they 
were baptized with the rain and hail, which might 
have brought to their remembrance their unkind 
treatment of the friends of Joseph in the year nine- 
ty-four. 

11. Now, after these things, the men of Notting- 
ham purposed in their hearts to renew their visit to 
Arnold', and on the ninth day of the fifth month 
they assembled themselves together in the market- 
place, an exceeding great number, which no man 
CJould number, and they unfurled their banners of 
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divers colours, even of purple, orange, and yellow, 
in number fifty and four, with superscriptions written 
upon thena. 

12. And when the}^ bad got all things in readiness 
they set their faces to go to Arnold ; and having a 
chosen band among themselves of men_ expert in mu* 
sic, they played upon their instruments, and made 
melody in their hearts as they proceeded on their 
way, and rejoiced exceedingly. 

-13. And when the men of Arnold received tid- 
ings that the friends of Joseph were approaching tliey 
left their tents and went out to meet ihenu 

14. And as they entered the village they shouted 
aloud for joy, insomuch that the earth rang again ; 
and they cried, Daniel has got his thousands, but 
Joseph his ten« of thousands; and they passed 
through the streets in great triumph, and did not mo- 
lest any by the way, neither did they steal any ham 
nor rob any hen-roostf nor leave any reckoning un- 
paid as the Danites had done before them. 

15. Then they returned again by the way that 
they went, and were invited to sit down in a field by 
the highway side, where preparations were made, 
and they took of the provisions, and did eat and 
drink, and were very merry ; and the sun shone up- 
on them, and the heavens seemed to smile, and they 
rejoiced in the goodness of their cause. 

16. And when the evening drew on they arose and 
departed, and the instruments of music were played 
before them, & their banners were displayed in the air, 

17. Then, when they arrived at Nottingham, they 
passed through the streets, and gave proof by their 
peaceable behaviour that they are men of order, and 
not of confusion ; and after they had plajed upon 
their instruments of music, and had given their 
friends a few hearty cheers, they returned every mau 
to his hou^e in peace. 
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CHAPTER THE SEVENTH. 



[OW it came to pass at the time ^heo the 
friends of Darnel and the friends of Joseph 
were at variance with each other, that a certain raan 

named B s« (whom we have already mentioned,) 

assisted the friends of Daniel, and he wrote a book 
in which he calumniated the men of Nottingham, 
and he filled it with slander and false accusations, 
with lies and abominable things : behold ! it is to be 
seen in the window of Little Tackrhyme^ and may be 
bought at his shop even at this day, 

^.Now this mar>is a barrister, and very learned, 
much nnlike many of the friends of Daniel, who are 
^ very ignorant ; and he sent unto some of the Dan- 
itcs who dwelt in Nottingham that they "might fur- 
nish him with all the evil and lying things which pro- 
ceeded out of the imaginations of their own evil 
hearts. 

3. Then did the D^nites consult together, even 
some of the vilest of them, and those who are most 
expert in lying, and those who cannot distinguish 
nakedness from cloatkin§ I and they wrote unto hira, 
and furnished him with all that he needed, 

4. Then did he write the book which we have 
mentioned, and which will be mentioned to his dis- 
grace while the earth remaineth, for his lies are as 
many as " Gulliver's, " and as great ks " Baron 
** Munchauson's ; " nay, they cannot be equalled in 
the "Arabian Nights;'* how beit, these lies being 
written, without malice, they do but little harm, while 
his were designed to traduce unoffending men, and 
to deceive a whole nation. 

5. Then did the Rulers of Nottingham write unto 
liim, saying, thou hast written many lying and wick» 
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ed things against us, and against the men of Notting- 
ham, and against our Jemaks : " we pray thee there- 
fpre to retract thy calumny publicly;*' and they 
caused their letter to be published in the daily papers. 

6. Now, when this man of mg had received the 
letter which was sent unto him, he continued for some 
time silent, howbeit, he repented him not of his evil 
deeds, but he wrote a Postscript, and therein declar- 
ed that all things which he had written concerning 
Nottingliam were true and many more, some of which 
we will here mention, for the time would fail us to 
tell of the whole. 

7. Then did he fleer at the men of Nottingham, 
and say '' O ! most virtuous, lo^al, and iiumaculate 
Town, how hast thOu been calumniated ! ! ! " 

8. Now, in the Postscript which this Barrister hath 
written, he declares that in the Procession " every 
insignia of Gallic Revolutionism was introduced a- 
midst thousands and ten thousands of spectators, that 
a Go'ddess of Reason walked in solemn state, and that 
a Jacobinical Mob planted the Tree of Liberty, and 
danced round it in great exultation ; while the musi- 
cians played upon their instruments, and the disaf- 
fected rried out " We'll down with all Kings, and 
bid Millions be free." 

9. Nor do tlie Danites who dwell at Nottingham 
deny these things, although they knoic thcrn to bejahcy 
but they encourage this man of sin that he may o- 
vercomc truth, and suppress Freedom and Inde- 
pendence, and cause Bribery and Corruption to pre- 
vail. 

10. He hath also said tha the Judges of the land 
have been insulted by the men of Nottingham, when 
they came among them to administer Justice ; but 
this was never seen except by those who saw all 
the shameful proceedings which this Barrister hath 
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recorded, and which were committed wheD Joseph 
was carried in triumph through the streets. 

1 1 . He says, moreover, that there are one hundred 
and forty houses in the Town dedicated to Bacchus, 
And that these are most of them seminaries of Dis- 
loyalty ; that the Constables are di:>afiected, and wink 
at tumults I. yea» he declares that ten constables were 
dismissed in one day because ^hey loved the King, 
howbeity these are lies which need no disproving. 

12. After these things, he sa3rs, ''the Jacobins of 
Nottingham took occasion, from the sacred solemnity 
of Condrmation, to insult the Church, and Religion 
itself! " (which he regards abwe all things.) 

13. And It^t the reader should not understand the 
solemnity of Confirmation by a Bishop, not having 
read of it in the Bible, I think it meet to lay before 
him its nature and design. 

14. Now it Cometh to pass that every seventh year 
the Bishop visiteth the large towns throughout his Ju- 
rir;diction to confirm those who are unconfirmed, and 
all the Priests who dwell in the country round about 
give commandment that the young men and the dam- 
sels shall assemble themselves together in the Sanctuary 

15. And if they have been baptized in their infancy, 
and if they can say the X.ord's Prayer, and the Ten 
Cvmimandmems, then doth he pronounce them sound 
in the faith; though they may swear, lie, get drunk, 
or bieak the Sabbath. Then doth he lead them forth 
as a shepherd doth his flock, and the Bishop layeth 
his hand upon them, and confirjneth them in their 
faith, and maketh them meet for kingdom come. 

16. Now it happened about the fortieth year of the 
reign of the King that the young people assembled to» 
gcther at Nottingham to be confirmed, and when the 
solemnity was ended, they went forth, and some of 
th*»m got drunk, ami committed many abominations, 
for it was a day of wantonness and dissipation ! how'* 
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belt the Magistrates did their duty, though tbey could 
not prevent those evils which were committed. 

17. Then, to complete the catalogue of the crimes 
of the men of Nottingham, he added another of a 
deeper dye. Listen, ye Jacobins, wiih horror, and 
bear it ye disaffected wi^h dismay ! your sin is writ- 
ten with the pen of a lawyer, and your iniquity is 
proclaimed throughout the land. Your rulers disre- 
garded not the laws of God, but the tradilions of 
men, when tliey forgot to keep holy Good Friday, 
but proclaimed it a^ a day to make Freemen ;* haw- 
beit, either through the treachery of bis heart or mc- 
iDory, he forgot to say that Mr. P-tt fouoht a Du- 
el on the Sabbath-day, and was blameless. 

It nuy not be improper here toienark, bj way of explanation « that as 
aoon as the Rulers recollected that it waa a Holy Day, liuy puitliahcd that 
the business would be postponed to a future day.

CHAPTER THE EIGHTH. 



1. 



J'OW it cnme to pass when the time drew niph 
that Joseph and Paniel should return ag^nn 
to Nottingham, that the King gave commandment 
that the mm (^ icar should be agam assembled to- 
gether, for fear lest the enemy should enter his bor- 
ders by the way of the sea coast; and about (he 
twentieth day of the fifth month a host was assem- 
bled at Neioarkf preparing for the war. 

2. And there were (bund among them some of the 
Danites, and also certain of the friends of Joseph ; 
BOW the friends of Joseph were men of courage and 
qf understanding, and when their captains found that 
they loved him, they commanded them immediately 
tp depart beyonjd the Thapies lest they should lift up 
c2 
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their voices for Joseph ; howbeit, the Danitcs were 
suffered to tarry awhile longer at Newark, until their 
idol Daniel should be returned. 

3. Then, after certain days, it was noised abroad, 
saying, Daniel is coming amongst us : then arose all 
the mighty men who dwelt round about,-and all their 
servants, and a great number of horsemen, even the 
Famine Guards of the land, and the Chief Priests, 
and a great multitude of Asses, and all who delighted 
in blue, and they went forth to meet him. 

4. And it came to pass that when they lifted up 
their eyes and saw him, that they shouted, and waved 
their banners in the air; and the musicians rode in a 
waggon covci*ed with blue, which had the appearance 
of criminals when they go to a place of execution, 
after they are condemned to die. 

5. And, when they came into the market-place, 
Daniel lifted up his chin, (for its length is very great) 
and when he saw that the multitude was large, he 
took coumge, and after he had said a few words un- 
tx) the people, they carrietl him to the bouse of John, 
surnamcd the Valiant ; howbeit, as he passed through 
the streets, being covered with dust, many who knew 
him not said — which is he f 

6. And when they saw him some laughed at him, 
others pitied him, because they thought he way nigh 
unto death ; while others thought he had escaped 
from the tomb ! nevertheless, those who had more 
wisdom despised not the meanness of his person, 
which was very contemptible, but they despised the 
wickedness of his past behaviour. 

7. Then it came to pass after these things that 
Joseph returned again to Nottingham, and tlie men of 
Nottingham went forth to meet him in very great 
multitude, and they took with them an increased 
number of ensigns, and musical instruments in great 
abundance, and when they met him they rejoiced ex- 
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.ceedingly^ and played upon their instruments of knu- 
jsic, insurouch that the earth rang again. 

8. Now their joy sprang from the gladness of their 
fieartsiy which was not like the joy of the Danites, 
"where the servants shouted to please their piasters, 
and the tenants to please their landlords, lest they 
should incur their indignation, and feel the weight 
of their oppressive Tbmibs, 

9. And when JosepTi arrived in the market- place, 
and a friend with him, (who also is a friend to the 
people,) then did he speak unio the multitude, and 
encouraged them in their good cause, and he doubt- 
ted not of the success which they all hoped for; 
howbeit, he knew not all the wiles and the stratagems 
of the Danites, how that the lawyers had invented a 
mould to cast Freeholders in, even as many as they 
should need. 

10. After this they appointee} a day when Daniel 
an<l Joseph, and their friends, should assemble to- 
gether at the Exchange Hall, that they might again 
obtain the minds of the people concerning them, 
and determine which of them should be returned to 
sit in the great council of the nation. 

11. And when the}' had thus assembled, the Dan- 
ites endeavoured to keep out the friends of Jpsepli, 
but a worthy man named Den***n complained ©f 
their partial conduct, then were the friends of Jo- 
seph admitted, and after some conversation had pass- 
e<l between the Danites and the men of Nottingham, 
Daniel opened his mouth and said— 

12. That he thanked his friends for the kind terms 
in which they had spoken of him, and acknowledged 
that if he had done wrong, it was by mistake^ and 
hoped that ihey woulcj grant him some indulgence ; 
and he said, furthermore, that if a man more suitable 
than himself could be found, be would conie down 
and vote for him ; howbeit, many disabled the truth 
of his sayings. c 3 
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13. He said also, that there was no law to prevent 
the Lords of the land from using their influence in 
choosing men for the Great Council ; but, being en- 
tangled in his talk, he afterwards acknowledged that 
there was a law made against it, but that the Lords 
of the land ** laughed at it! " and it seemed meet in 
his eyes that they should do so, seeing it was a great 
pity that men of 20, OOOl. a year should be subject 
to such laws. 4^ 

14. He said, furthermore, that as to the cause in 
which he was engaged, he would not explain his own 
sentiments lest they should happen to differ with the 
conceptions of his friends: thus did the Dariites suf- 
fer iheroselves to be gulled as heretofore, while the 
friends of Joseph laughed at their folly ; then did he 
speak against Mr. Fox, and the men of Nottingham 
murmured with indignation against him. 

1 5. Then Joseph rose up and said, my words fall 
short of expressing the gratitude I feel towards those 
w ho have now conferred such honour upon me, and if 
I liave the good fortune to be seated by you in the 
Great Council of ihc Nation, I will always study your 
sentiments, and labour to promote j/ot/r interest ; as 
to the professions of Daniel, I will not doubt his state- 
ments, neither will I scrutinise his pretensions. 

J 6. My opponent has published an address to the 
nation, and has ranked me amongst those who despise 
Kings, and who trample upon authorities ; I thought 
it was severe, but rejoiced in my own innocency, 
knowing that the shafts of slander would never wound 
the upright, but that the evil would light upon his 
own pate. 

17. Nevertheless, I was determinetl when I should 
see him face to face, to ask him what ground he ha<l 
for such base conduct ; I therefore call upon thee, 
Daniel, to answer why thou identifiest me with per- 
sons V horn thou callest disaffected r To which Daniel 
made a bungling reply. 
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CHAPTER THE NINTH. 



- rr^HEN Daniel opened bK month and said, that 
' A he meant no evil against Joseph, and that it 
was not bis intention to take away bib character, 
either in any thing that he had written, or in any 
thing that had proceded out of his mouth, and thus 
was Joseph deceived, when he declared himself satis- 
fied. 

2. Then stood up Peter, who is a friend of Joseph's 
and a physician, among the people, and he said, that 
he hoped the men of Nottingham would not sufifer the 
rights of the people of the land to be wounded 
through their side. 

3. And when he had ended his sayings, Bentley 
arose, and made mention of some of the mistakets 
which Daniel had fallen into for three and twenty 
years together — he said he had by mistake supported 
the two last wars which had caused great calamities, 
and which cost the nation four hundred millions of 
money. 

4. IJowbcit, he mentioned not all the calamities 
which Danidand those who delight in war had brought 
upon the people, for they had not only taken from 
them their silver and their gdld, but they had sent 
their young men to the field of battle, and their fathers 
to be slain by the edge of the sword, until the land 
was filled with widows and fatherless children : so that 
misery and desolation were found in many dwellings. 

5. He said, moreover, that by ** mistake " he had 
voted for the suspension of the Habeas Corpus Act, 
and for the Gagging Bills, and he doubted not but it 
was by mistake that Daniel had so liberally slan- 
dered the men of Nottingham. 

6. Then, when he hud done speaking in the ears of 
the people, and Daniel had nothing to answer, for 
be knew that his guilt was very great, the Sherifis 
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commanded that they should depart from thence unta 
a lent which wa$ pitched tor them in the Market- 
place ; and thither they went, and the people came 
unto theiii one by one to give them their voices. 

' 7. Now there were men of authorityappointecj to bp 
Dear unto the tent, even before and behind, a great 
^tdtitude of thein, ami they were caUed officers of 
peace, and it was commanded theoa saying, see ye that 
there is no tumult inC the town, nor uproar amoi^ the 
people. 

8. Il6wbeit, certain of them (who were Danites) o- 
beycd not these commandments, but broke the peace, 
and caused tuniulr, for, as Joseph and his friend (who 
came with him from the great city) were going up to 
the tenti tbey met them, and smote them, and said, 
ye shall not go up this way — then did Joseph and 
ha friend give commandment tbatihe»e peace-break- 
ers should be put into bold. 

9. iiowbeit one of them (a Danite) obtained bis li- 
berty because he was rich, after his friends had given 
bait for him ; yet in due season we *h(>pe he will be 
brought to ftttfier for his misdoings, evcu as the law 
requireth. 

10* And it came to pans on the fourth day of the 
week, that certain of the men of Nottinghaiu assem- 
bled together in the Market-place, .and Miey tarried 
there all night, ti)at i^ey might be ready in the morn- 
ing to p\e du'vr voices for Joseph before the Danitths 
were assembled ; also, that they anight not obstruct 
the passage, and finite Joseph aiid his tViend as afore- 
time they bad done. 

11. Nowuiien the Danites knew this, they assem- 
bled in the ^Ial-ket-place (and AJattheic, not the E- 
\angelist, was among them) .to consuJt together how 
they might discoiulit the n>en of Nottingham, and ac- 
complish their wicked designs; and when they had 
communed together for some time, they determined ' 
Xo deceive the men of Nottingham under the mask Qf 
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friendship, for they in most cases bring about their 
purposes by deceitful means. 

12. Then did some of the most crafty among ihem 
take oft' their blue, and put on the insignia of Josi»ph, 
that they might appear like unto the men of Notting- 
ham ; and they went unto them and said, ye are 
weary by tarrying here all night, therefore we have 
brought 3'ou something to comfort your hearts ; how- 
beit, the gin which they brought them was mixed with 
jalap, and it brought some of them who drank of it 
nigh unto death. 

13. Nevertheless, these sons of dissimulation con- 
sidered not that the friends of Joseph are men of up- 
rightness, and needed not to be purged even as the 
Danites themselves do, for the dross of corruption is 
in their inward parts, and the base refuse of hypo- 
crisy tarnishes all their actions. 

14. Now, after these things, it came to pass that 
the men of Nottingham assembled again, to enter 
into the tent to support the claims of Joseph, and 
while they were tarrying, the Danites conspired a- 
gainst them once more to do them mischief; and af- 
ter they had bought or stolen, (for we know not 
whether,) some aquafortis, they cast it upon the men 
of Nottingham, and destroyed their garnients. 

15. Now this liquid was constitutional liquid, and 
it was applied in a constitutional manner by the friends 
of religion and social order, and therefore it had a 
constitutional effect in promoting their grand designs, 
namely, to obtain " the Freedom of Election, and 
to bring back the Constitution to its original purity \ 
and thus they gave the men of Nottingham to see 
what Britons can do when they are roused! " — See 
Nottingham Journal, June \\, 1803» 

1 6. And it came to pass towards the end of the 
election, that the men of Nottingham prevailed, be- 
cause they were most in number ; then did the Dan- 
ites briilg forward the Freeholders, which they had be- 
foxe castiuparchmeBtmouldspreparedfor the purpose* 
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17. Howbeit, some of them, because they had 
enjoyed tbeir Freehold estates but so >hort a time, 
knew not in what parish they were to be found ; nei- 
ther were they Hcquainted with the tenants who liYcd 
under them, for their teachers had not given them 
sufficient instructions ; and many of fhem were defi- 
cient in know-ledge as well as in probity. 

18. And these gave weight in Daniel's soak, and 
so the' poll closed in his favor. 



CHAPTER THE TENTH. 



t T^OW it came to pass when the PoH waa end- 
* X ^i ed, that these childrQD of stupidity, and 
supporters of corruption, even the Dauites, carried 
Daniel round the Town m a chair covered with blue, 
which they had prepared ; and they ma«le great re- 
joicing becajuse Oppression and I'hu robing had pre- 
vailed over Truth aiid Independence^*^*and thus di^ 
they gk>ry in tbeir siiame. 

S. Howbeit, their wickedness ended not here, nei- 
ther do we know where it will end, for there is no 
end tlvereof^ for their hearts are full of treachery and 
4€Ceitt tbeir bands are full of bribes, their tougaes 
utter malignant yerds, and their pens distil poison, 
until their paper is stained with foltiehoody slander, 
^d abuse* 

3. Then Joseph, When be saw what was done, 
and that the mighty nen, and that the bondsn^a bad 
opposed him, be wrote unto his frien<ht, and com* 
plained of the combination of power that bad beeh 
formed dgainst him ; and after ha bad thanked them 
in the kindest Bianner for their support, he departed 
from among them for a season. 

4. Then did Daniel and his friends assemble at a 
place called Thurlaud Hall, whem they made a feast, 
and after Daniel had filled hii belly, and bis spirita 
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were revived ^vitbin him, he began again to consider 
bovr he might abase Joseph, and insult the men of 
Kottingham. 

5. So be wrote a paper, and caused it to he pub- 
lished in the Nottingham Journal, saying, •* let not 
Joseph complain of the oppressive hand of power, 
btft let him compare the quiet and constitutional in- 
fluence which property gives, with the terrors of the 
Biudgeon, the Halter^ and the Knife.*' 

6. Oh ! Ilia^ I could suppress the indignation I 
fecU and quench the fire of resentment which burns 
within my breast, while I record the unprecedented 
wickedness which this old skeleton hath written. — Is 
not his heart harder than adamant, and his Consci-^ 
ence seared with a hot iron ? < 

7. For he said, " let Joseph contrast the comforts 
of a regular government with the miseries of anarchy 
arid confusioiv which operated for his benefit at the 
last Election, and would ultimately place the tenant 
above his landlord, the servant above his master, 
and the subject above his Prince ! " 

8. Now, is it not evident that he wished the world 
to understand that Joseph was an enemy to peace 
and good order, and a supporter of confusion and 
riot; while he himself was a friend to his country, 
and a supporter of a regular government ? howbeit, 
this agreeth not with his acknowledgments to Joseph 
at the Exchange Hall. 

9. He said, moreover, " that he had been fight- 
ing in troubled waters for more than 20 years, and 
hdd maintained the fight with that firmness which 
leads to success, even to the bringing back the Con- 
stitution to its ancient purity ; for he had been fight- 
ing for the Laws, the Religion, and.the Monarchy 
of the Country!" (which Joseph and his friends 
meant, no doubt, to destroy.) 

10. And, notwithstanding coercion and oppressi* 
on were the weapons of his warfare — that Dukes, 
and Lords, and Lawyers, and Parsons, were' agents 
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employed in his service — that Thumbing, and Jalap, 
and Aquafortis, and all the works of darkness were 
mt'ans which his friends employed — 

1 1. Yet did he declare " that all the Elections in 
which they had been engaged had been conducted o- 
pcnly, Jairlij, and honnurabli/ ',** and since he had 
fought such a good fight for his Country, it was but 
inoet, as a just recompence of reward, that he and 
his admirers should " obtain a restitution of their 
Rights, and be placed upon a rock— not a Tarpeian 
rock, but one from which they could not be easily 
driven." 

12. These arc some of the perverse things which 
he wrote, and caused to be made known. Behold ! is 
it not written that the tongue of the slanderer has no 
guide, and that his lips speak foolish and wicked 
things? 

13. Howbeit, the fool shall not depart from bis 
folly, neither shall the wicked forsake the evil of his 

ways : sooner shall B s cease to be a hirelingt 

and the M r cease to satisfy him with his hire. 

14. Sooner shall Dan cease to rail at his betters, 
and the " real " friends of that man become as mt 
as they are few. 

1 5. Sooner shall Joseph be fairly elected, and bis 
title honestly admitted without dispute. 

16. Sooner shall the rich have respect unto the 
lowly, and allow them the privilege of thinking for 
themselves. 

17. Sooner shall confidence inspire the Danites, 
and the friends of Joseph nm fearfully away. 

18. Sooner shall Sparkle lose his courage, and" 
Aleck his bashfulness of face. 

19. Soonershall the freeholders who palled for Dan 
live on their income without relief from the Parish. 

20. Sooner shall this Chapter of Accidents not 
be renewed when an opportunity occurs.

again, or send other Counsellors. 

C. And the tlounsellors all returned unto the people who 
had sent them. 

3. And the Cdimsellors thaf. wer6 sent from Nottingham 
returned also,' and appeared before the people, saying • We 
hive served you faithiully, wili^ye that we return unto the 
King, and advise him for your good as heretofore.' 

4. And the people answered and salid, * We will that you 
return again/ and' adtisb for us ; for ye have been good 

Counsellors, and served us faithfully. 

5. How belt ^tre of Ihe people who said in thei^ 
hearts we do not lov6 the King, neither do we like that 
tHere should be Laws ; JiUt that every man should do what 
seemeth right in his' own eyes. 
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6. And they p oinmuned together, and said ' Let us no$ 
send Daniel again unto the King, but choosp another Coiin-j 
scWot after our own hearts, for Daniel loveth the King, and 
abideth by the Law.' 

7. So they assembled together, and said * We will no^ - 
send Daniel again ; but we will send Joseph who cometh 
from a far couptry, by the sea side, whom ye know not. 

■ «. Now the Law was that every man should freely give 
liis voice, and choose whom he would send to sit in the 
Great Council of the Nation. 

9. And the Sons of Sedition said among themselves^

■12. Hath he not matiy great ships which he sends ovfr 
tlie great sea, and do they oot bring him much treasury 
tli^t he may give untd thee. Lo 1 he sendeih his ships even 
unto 4fiicay ^nd he sendeth out ^Iks and stujfe, and war in- 
struments, and he exchapgeth Ihem'for men, and for won 
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^len, aird for cbildren, and lie sende!h -tliem ib be S0I4 
for slaves for ever, even tbein, and their children, and their 
their children's children, throughout all their generations* 

13. Hp sayeth untp his ' captains that go out with hi? 
shjps, * When ye get to the place where I send you, say 
unto the king of the place, * Lo ! I have brought rich n^er- 
chandize unto thee that I may get 3]aves, and return i^ 
safety ; but if thou hast not slaves to give unto me, I have 
Ifrought §trange instruments of df^structioii fit for war, that 
thou in ay est send thy people out to surprize the nei^boar- 
ing nations, and bring them unto me for slaves. 

14. And when ye have gotten them, then shall 3'e'sail to 
the West, and sell them for slaves, and bring me the good 
things of the land in return. 

^ 15. Thus hath Joseph gottjen riches^ 

16. Bqt these things must not be said ip the ears of thos^ 
who love the King, nor of those that love peace in their 
dwellings ; now, therefore, tarry a while, I pray thee, and 
I will go and (rause Joseph to come untjp you. 

17. Then he departed from the popple and went unto the 
country by the sea side where Joseph dwelt, and behold ! 
Joseph was persuading' the people in his own country that 
they might choose him for their Counsellor, but they said 
unto him, *{ We know thee, that thou art not fit to be a 
Counsellor for us, theretore we will not choose thee, but 
we will choose for Counsellors men of upright heart in 
whom we can put our trust." . -' ' 

18. Now when Joseph saw that the people despised him, 
he was sore displeased, and he turned away from them and 
went unto his own house sorrowing;, and behold ! there 
ivaited for him Belphegor, who had journeyed from Not* 
tingham, who said unto him, ** Why art thou dispirited ? 
16 \ I brinp glad tidings unto thee," but Joseph answered 
him, say i Hi!, " TI.e people here refuse me, and have said| 
they yfi\\ not choose me for their Counsellor." 
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19* But Belpli€gor t^d umo him, *' Be not discourageci, 
^ut come ]Df>vn with m^ andfbou ^It be chosen^Connselbf 
1^ the people amongst whom I dwell, who know tbee not. 
ahd unto whom I have spoken gr^at thing^ concerning thee,'' 
Th6h was the faeait of Jfosepb Hft^ JUp within fanm, and h^ 
departed from his own country and came unto Nottingham. 

. 20. And when he^a^ coine,neic.r upto the town, great num^ 
Wrs of the people went put to meet him, and they brought 

him into the town, an^d Jose{>h st66'd upih his chariot ant! 
l!R)wedunto the people both on the right hand and on the lefty, 
and smiled upon them .and spake untp them of the great 
things that he would do for them, if they would choose him 
for Uieir Cbtjnsellbr ; then the children of rebellion shouted 
> with li loud voice> sa^ng '* Thou shah bitrely be our Coun-^ 

scllor, and not Daniel .'' 

. 24 .> Then the people left Joseph ^nd communed together 
hpw. the^ slipu Id prevail oyer Daniel, -and said, " Howbcit, 
although we wish (or war, let u^ cry p^ace; and although 
we wish for IJcent^ousness, let us cry Liberty ! and if the 
friends of Daniel prevaitj we will giyc ihem stripes, and buffet 
th^m, an'dr^nd their garments, ahd make them fear to 
^ivc their voices unto him!/' 

^ Aii(i fll^y did' so ; And tfiey said Joseph was chosen,' 
and they put hinx in a chair, and carileB hiin throughout alt 
th<iT(^ii,_and fhey shouted with a loucj vpiee ; and certain 
women, who said^wc are damsefe, cioathed.thenTselyes in 
\yhite raiment ai^ went, before Joseph singing songs against^ 
the King & the Constitution, arid Joseph gave them money. 

23. And J6seph went and ^t amongst' the Counsellors of 
the Nation. 

24. Howbeit Daniel sent a' writing to. the Counsellors* 
who were Assembled, saying* ** Joseph sitt^th among you, 
yet hath he not been chosen to sit. amongst you accordii»g 
t9 the law. of the land, therefore, i pray ye, judge between 
ii>e and him, for your judgment ia- just, and against it ther«' 
•fc no appeal."

3 TKtCouvftUers Judge betwteri Daniel and Jofiph. 4. One pf Jofeph'twit- 
neffes put in held, but returm to Nottingham ctoathed with infamy. S. 
Falfe witneji, afhamed, and hides him fe^, 9 Jofeph*s heart is troubled, 
and his friends coujole him. 11 Jofeph returns to Nottingham, har^ 
angues the people from the Exchange, and vindicates his damfels, 13

fOW wh^n the Counsellors skw the Writing whiciv 
Daniel had sent them» they communed together^ 
and said, we must search into this matter, for it coiicernetli 
the people that just judgment should be ^ven between Da- 
i£el and Josephs 

2. So they aj{)poiated a certain numl^r of the*wifest of tlie 
Counsellors to search into the matter, and to certify thereof 
u^ito the Grcai Council, that their judgment might be con- 
fii'med; 

3. Then the Gbunseliors who had been appoihted" Judges 
caused the w^esses to be brought beforfc them, to testiiy 
utiio them concerning Daniel and Jofephj and they fearctiod- 
ft thoroughly. 

4r. Howbeit some of the witnesses spake not the truth, but 
dealt deceitfully ; but the Counsellors who were Judges* per- 
ceHed it, and otifeof them they put in hold. 

5. And when they had examined tbe witnesses of Daniel, - 
and of Joseph, they gave judgment between them, saying 
Hear ye the judgment tliat we give— Return ye both to Nof- 
tinghajiii and we wUl'speak in the Great Council, that a law 
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aaay be made that peace may be in the Town, that the peo- 
jplc may freely give their roices without fear. 

6. Then the Counsellors made report in the Great Coun- 
cil of the judgment they had given, and^he Great Council 
said it was good ; then called they the witness that was in 
hold, and they rebuked him and let him go. 

7. Then returned he to Nottingham^ cloathed with infiETmy, 
and bis friends were arhamed because of him, for his sin was 
noiied about throughout all the country* and the rebuke tha^ 
was given him was entered in the books of the Great Coun« 

cii. 

8. And he kept clWe in his own dwelling, jind shewed 
himself not among the people as heretofore ;. and he lamented 
.because of his punishment ; but repented him not of 1ms 
transgressioq. 

9. Now when Joseph heard the judgment that was given, 
his countenance fell, and his heart was troubled ; but the 
friends of Jofeph said unto him * Let not thy countenance 
be fallen, nor shew thy trouble befons I^aoid and his friends* 
>est they rqoice : behol<J we will go before thee, and when 
thou art come near u.ito Nottingham, we will come to meet 
thee, with banners of triumph, and great shouting, and re- 
^rcing, 

10. And they left Jofeph, and returned, and when they 
heard h^ was comin^^, and near at hand, they went out to 
meet liun, and great numbers went with them. 

J I. And when they were come into the Town, they 

brdurht Joseph into the Exchange, while the people waited 

\J thfv said unto him * Speak now we pray thee 
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^nto ^ j>eople, and say unto thetn tfadt yoviov^ tibe Ving, 
and the Lawst)r tBe I^and, as Daniel d^th ; an4i^J!>4ii44 
loveth Peace, speak thou of Peac« likewise, aad we shall 

jdeceive many. 

12. And Joseph spajce putp them aad said < I am come a* 
^in unto you before the time I lopked for, but my heart re** 
joiceth to s^ you: Daniel sayeth he loveth the j^mg and 
the Laws, lo ! I love the King, and the X.aws as much as 
Danier; and 1 do more than Daniel, I love you» and I tak6 
.delight in your women» and I have spoken good thm^ o| 
them in the Great City. 

13. I have sustained a great fight with Daniel, bat I 
could ;Qot overcome ; I hfive given much i^oaey, and W^ 
heart faileth me, lest I sliould not be chosen. 

14. Nevertheless I will go throughout all the Tpwn, and I 
; .will tai.e vou b^ the hand, and know if ye will again give 

me your "oi< os that 1 may beCounseller instead of Daniel; 
jSLtid no^v I ,}xay ye depart m peace to your dwollihgs— and 
they did so. • 

15. And certain of Joseph's friends tarried with him, and 
comforted him, paying, * Daniel is nothere, therefore thou 
shalt prevail; «ipeak t^ou kindly unto the people^ and smile 
cheartully on them, and we will go with thee.

T^OW, wh<?n tlic Rulers heard the wiyFng of Frigid* 
_ -** ^ fJifghy the Scribe, they said unto him, * Prepare thoii 
the wriiingj and we will caosc that many names be put utito 
jt'; and we will put our names uiit6it, arid the names of ma- 
ny who arc against us ! '* 

2. And, when ilie writing \Vas made, they put many hatncs 
tmto it, and persuaded many of the people to put their namesl 
tmta it^ and they sent it unto the great city that it might bo 
ghen uflto the King's Lords; but when thfe King's Lords saw 
tllc writing, they regarded it not, neither did they shew re- 
spect unto it, for they knew that the writing came aot from 
the people, but from the Rulers who wei*e blamed hy the Great 
Council, and againsr whom tie law was ftiadc ; therefore/ 
fhey approved of the law, that it might be skewn uato ^o 
King. 

3. And it cam^ to pass thatt tnatiy of the friends of Joseph 
assembled together,* aiid sai<l wo wfll go forth unto the village 
called 4^—^df even unto Solumon^ surcamcdthc lAttky and 
advise with him vhat we shall do iu this ^eat strait, for ho 
U wise, and his councii is good.

of Darkness. v . 

7. Now on the second day of the next week the friends of 
Joseph again assembled themselves, and said the law which we 
fear will surely be established, ihcrefure let us appear before 
the people in an hostile manner, that ^o n-^y strike them 
\vi ill terror; so they armed theaistlvcS with great 'sticks and 
staves, and vi'eiit forth to the yil]a^4C- called B* — -^— «, and 
thev said in tht-ir hearts^ *The friends of Daniol will now 
surely fear to give unto hrm their voices> lest we evil entreat 
them, as we have done ilforctimo. " - .

blue flag, was evil-treated by them, so that he was carried a 
way even jbls one dead ! 

10. Now when the gla4 ^id^ogs were cpine that the law tha 
'^had been made by thq Great Council was approved by th( 
' King's Lords, and that the King had established it, the heart 
of the upright rain were lifte*! up >vithin them, and they re 
joiced with exceeding great joy, arid they said, * We wa; 
now give our voices without fear, tor the Great Council hatl 
had regard unto us, and the King hath shewn great love un 
to his people. . . • 

IK And the day that the King hath established thisJav 
shall be remembered, and our children shall speak of it ivitj 
great joy, and in every year upoi) that day shall they she^ 
forth their thankfulness for jhis great deliverance. 

12»'4^nd! Daniel wtote unto them frpm the Great City, an( 

he rejoiced with them that they had gotten jjust Rollers, an( 

.were delivered from the hand of the pppressor, for he knev 

tliat tlieir oppressions had been great, and that justice hac 

been withheld from if] em. 

13. Now when the friends of Joseph knew that the law wai 
established, tley were sore displeased, and the Rulers wen 
wroth, and they thought how they might prevent Daniel fron 
being* chose^i Counsellor, and they said * This evil hath hefallei 
us, because of our injustice unto Daniel and his friends;* am 
when they had read the writing which Daniel had ,sent,.theii 
grief w^cd exceeding great. V , ' 

14r. Then they caused a writing to be made and shewn untc 
the people, saying that l>aniel hail oppressed them, and thai 
^life law' which was then made w4s not ^ood ; and they did nol 
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desire to la}' more burdens on them, z:or compel them to pay 
tlie Nine Hundred and Eighty Pieces of Gold which ihey 
Kad given to support Joseph against Daniel; houbeit, Ancienl- 
knoKlcdge, the Uulcr, bad declared so to many. 

15* Then it came to pass that when the new Rulers whom 
the King had appointed were cstaUishcd according to the law, 
a^d were cloathed with power to administer Justice unto the 
pepple^ and to withhold their oppressors from oppressing 
tbem, that the bells of the great temple were rang, and there 
vrnti ^reat pejoicing with the people of upright heart, and they 
said, * Both we and our little ones, and all that w'cjiavc shall 
be free from the hand of thc^ oppressor^ and our enemies $hali 
9ot prevail against US. 

16\ 'riie ti^mc now draws nigh that a Counsellor be chos(^n, 
therefore let us unite, (hat wc may choose for ConnseHor him 
of upright heart, who will faithfully serve us, andivho is cfirc- 
ful fur our freedom, for he hates slavery, neither ivijl he that 
W'c be slaves. 

17. For lo! the friends of Joseph are striving with all their 
might against us, to bring pvil upon us, and make us to come 
tinder the dominion of the enemy \Vho waiteth to destroy us. 

18. Therefore, let us watch carefully, iind hold forth Stea-- 
dily against them the shield of loyal virtue, so shall wc dis- 
comfit them, and bring down- blessings upon us, and jipon oui* 
children, and upon our children's children, throughout 3I! 
Out generations. •

rOWwlich the time was come thai* Daiiiel had left 
the Great City, and ^as coming- to N m ^ 

gr^at riumfeers of the peopJie wentout to mcc.t him wkh chariots, 
and with horses^ and with instruments of music^ and with great 
r^joictngi?. 

52. And the number of horsemen that went o«t to meet. Da- 
iiiel were one thousand and six hundred, and the multitude^of 
people that went out on foot was so great that they could not 
be nembercd, and they played on their instruments of music 
before Daniel and brought him into the town. 

3. And when' they were come into the Market-place^ Daniel 
spake unto them, saying, 'Behold, I am come again unto you, 
according to your desire, and if yoii will again choose me for 
your Counsellor, T will. serve you feithfully, as I have done 
heretofore. The words of flattery or dissimulation I shall n<5t 
speak before you^ but, iit the integrity of my h^art I speak; 
and I will unit6 with you against your oppressors, that allUhe 
oppressions wherewith ye have been oppressed may be re*

9. Then Belpkegor^ surnamed Desperate ^ said * Was riot I 
Chief in bringing Joseph amongst you, and hast thou not cho- 
sen him aforetime for Counsellor perforce, and alrhou^ the 
Great Council hath rejected him, nevertheless we a^y ijow getr 
him chosen by wiles, for who is greater in dissimulation than I

Castle, *Thy heart is with Daniel,' and the man said 'Yea;* 
hut Fredcrkk S'd\<\ unto him * If thou givest not thy. voice unto' 
Joseph, \ will talve thy dwelling from thcc, and Otherv\i9^ oppress 
thee;— so the mart waa compelled to yfeld^ 

18.' And Stephen^ who we have appointed ohe of our cap- 
tains, and' who excfteth the people against the King, and a- 
gainst Daniel, and teacheth them to despise the priests* iuid set atf 
nought the divine laws, and adhereth to the doctrine of devils, 
hktH sedUced (he minds of niany, and hrfth joined himself unto 
/f7|;o,* surHjinied ikfo/, from iHeGrem Wood, who also striveth 
much for usf. 

1ft. Now therefore, let us depart, and prepare for the day 
that the people shall meet to choose a Counsellor, and let us 
bestir ourselves, for our adversaries are mighty ; lest, if we hn' 
r.ot vigilant the virtues of Daniel prevail against us.\
